Yesterday’s figures will add 
weight to the argument of those 
who oppose such cuts on tbe 
grounds that many of the un¬ 
employed would like to work 
but cannot find jobs. 

There will almost certainly be 
controversy about cutting'the 
link between unemployment 
benefits and tbe retail price 
index at a time when dole 
queues are lengthening and job 
opportunities dwindling. 

Further evidence Df the econ¬ 
omic slowdown is given by the 
figures for redundancies noti¬ 
fied to the Department of Em¬ 
ployment. The final figures for 


November are not yet available, 
but, the number, so far notified 
is 45 per cent higher than the 
total- for November last year. 
Officials expect redundancies to 
reach about 21.000 for Novem¬ 
ber. 

Cyclical indicators published 
yesterday confirm the impres¬ 
sion that Britain has begun to 
move into recession.

African sports leaders call 
for break with Britain

African sports leaders have 
voted to break off sporting re¬ 
lations with Britain. Meeting at 
Yaounde, Camerouns, against 
"the background of a possible 
British Lions rugby tour of 
South Africa next summer, they 
called on “ all African states to 
break all bilateral sports con¬ 
tacts with Great Britain, to boy¬ 
cott any sports events in Great 
Britain and not to invite any 
British sportsmen to compete in 
their countries”. 

The resolution further asks 
African countries to refuse to 
engage any British -sports offi¬ 
cials or trainers in any sport 
or to support British officials 
in any international sports 
organization. Other countries in 
sympathy with black aspirations 
will be urged to break off 
sports relations with Britain. 

At least the .African nations 
have with draw’ll from tbe brink 
of a boycott 'of the Olympic 
Games in Moscow next July. In¬ 
stead, they are to exert ail 
possible pressure to have Bri¬ 


tain excluded if the Lions tour 
goes ahead. 

The derision confirming the 
tour was to have been taken 
last month, bur the tour com¬ 
mittee stayed its hand and will 
almost certainly await the find¬ 
ings of an inquiry ream being 
sent tu South Africa by the 
Sports Council next month. 

The. African derision places 
the future of tbe Olympic 
Games in _ jeopardy, according 
to Mr David Snaw, secretary of 
rhe British Amateur Athletic 
Board. This may smack of over¬ 
reaction, since Britain is only 
one of nearly 140 nations in the 
Olympic movement, but the ex¬ 
pulsion of Britain would cast 
a cloud over the integrity of 
the International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee. 

This country does not stand 
in breach of any Olympic rule 
and it would be unthinkable for 
the 89 members of che IOC to 
punish athletes in the 27 Olym¬ 
pic sports for the alleged mis¬ 
demeanours of participants in 
another sport with no Olympic 
connexion. 


Police stop thousands in pre-Christmas 
campaign against drinking and driving

being stopped by the police in

Hampshire Police revealed 
yesterday that in the .first two 
weeks ‘ of December k had 
booked ■ drivers for a total of 
more than 2,000 drinking, 
speeding; and lightens offences. 

The force launched “Opera¬ 
tion LSD” (lightme,-speeding 
and drinking) at the start of 
the pre-Christmas party season. 
Its. measures ro catch erring 
motorists include night radar 
traps. 

' In .the two weeks, S32 


motorists were breathalyzed, 
with 186 of the tests being 
positive. More than 1,000 
motorists were booked for 
defective Lights and a further 
799 were caught speeding. 

Eight people were killed in 
Hampshire during the period, 
five of them elderly pedestrians 
and three motor-cyclists. 

Surrey police breathalyzed 43 
motorists on Monday night, 
when it launched its campaign. 
Four drivers were arrested as 
a result. 

In Derbyshire, 47 motorists 
were breathalyzed on the first 
day of the force's campaign 
against motoring offenders. 
Five were positive. More than 
half of those tested were 
stopped by a squad of 25 cars 
which concentrated ou Derbv. 


In Northern Ireland, a Gov¬ 
ernment consultative document 
published yesterday proposed 
tougher laws against drinking 
and driving for the province. 

The Royal Ulster Constabu¬ 
lary is in tbe middle of a cam¬ 
paign to reduce road accidents 
in tbe pre-Christmas period and 
in the first two weeks 283 
people hare been charged with 
driving when above the legal 
alcohol limit. 

Tbe consultative document 
proposes that Northern Ire¬ 
land's laws be brought broadly 
into line with those for the rest 
of the United Kingdom, with a 
minimum ban of 12 months for 
a first offence for anybody 
found driving with more' than 
SO milligrams of alcohol per 
100 millilitres of blood;

BRcommuter lines 6 in

Population increase of 0,1% 
is the first since 1974

33,000 and this, natural 
increase, added to 'a net gain 
of 17,000 by- migration led to 
the 0.1 per cent increase- The 
midyear 197S. population, m 
England and Wales was 
49.117300. For the United 
Kingdom I he figure 'was 
55,335,500. The 596,000 live 
births in the .calendar year. 
1978- was almost 5 -per cent 
higher than in' the previous 
rear. Tbe increase was mainly 
the- result of an increase in 
the rase of cbiidbeanrg and 
was only -partly due to the 
greater number of women of 
cirild bearine age. There -were 
61.0(H) illegitimate births m 
197-8; an increase of almost 10 
per cent over 1977.. 

The- number of adoptions, in 


1978 was 5 per cent lower than 
in 1977;-readmg a record' post¬ 
war ;iow level of ivec over 
12 , 000 . 

Although there was a con¬ 
tinuous decline in the number 
of marriages - from the peak 
year of 1972 to 19// (426,000 
to 357,000) the trend had been 
bolted , and perhaps reversed in 
1978. when 368,000 ‘couples 
married. , 

Patterns of marriage had 
changed markedly in tbe 1970s. 
In the first seven years first 
marriage rates for-people under 
25 decreased markedly and for 
those, between 25 and 30 the 
raies also declined. At ages 
over 30 there were few cha nges 
for men but the rates for women 
increased. 

Tbe number of divorces made 
absolute in 1978 reached a new 
peak of 143,000, on increase 
over 1977 of 11 per cent. 

In the year tile 187,000 im¬ 
migrants almost equalled the 
192,000 emigrant's, resulting in 
tbe smallest net loss in United 
Kingdom population since 
records began m 1964.

Crisis in the steel towns 3-Corby: Belated attempt to diversify 

Workers fear strike will cut redundancy money

Corby 

Like orber new towns. Corby 
has over tbe years arrraned 
thousands of newcomers, and 
tbe range of accents to be beard 
in ibe cafe in Little wood’s 
store is rich and vuried. But 
tbe dominant one, as it r.ss 
been ever since the steel in¬ 
dustry was established in ihe 
1930s, is thaa: of Clydeside. 

Tbe children and grandcbild- 
i ren of the men who were lured 
to tbe Stewart and 
i Lloyd “ company town ” have 
remained remarkably end 
I defiantly Scottish. There is a 
daily bus service from Corby 
to Glasgow, and a Glasgow 
Rangers supporters' club. 

Set in the middle of tbe 
Northamptonshire countryside. 
Corby hrs always been some¬ 
thing of an anomaly. For 
two generations it has been 
overwhelmingly dependent on 
steel, and only recently and 
belatedly ha? there been ant- 
real attempt at industrial 
diversification. 

Indeed for many years it was 
deliberate government policy 
not to encourage any other 
industry. When tbe new town 
development corporation was 
established in 1950, its task was 
primarily to provide bousing 


for tiie expudning labour force. 

Although the drag lines are 
still excavating iron ore from 
what was once farmland. leav¬ 
ing desolation in rheir wake, til 
hope of saving the steelxnaking 
plant has disappeared. T’\u 
days ago the local branch of tbe 
Iron and Steel Trades Con¬ 
federation juiced tbe other 
unions in voting to accept 
redundancy. 

The rube mills are to remain, 
using sreel brought in from out¬ 
side. But rhe end of steelmak- 
ing means that 6.000 men trill 
lose their jobs, bringing unem¬ 
ployment iu the town from its 
present 10 per cent to nearly 30 
per cent. 

Alrhaugh previous govern¬ 
ments may be held partly to 
blame for Corby’s plight, local 
politics have aka inhibited 
attempts ta diversify. As in 
most Dew towns, there is little 
love lost beru-een the develop¬ 
ment corporation and r'te coun¬ 
cil. and each accuses the other 
of going behind its back nn 
several occasions.

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Metropolitan authorities in clash 
over conference criticisms 
of government education policy

A dispute broke nut at a 
meeting of the Association of 
Metropolitan Authorities’ educa¬ 
tion committee yesterday when 
it rejected resolutions criticiz¬ 
ing the Government which had 
been passed earlier in the day 
by a full conference of metro¬ 
politan education authorities. 

The annual meeting in Kings¬ 
ton upon Thames of the 57 
metropolitan education authori¬ 
ties >"n England passed resolu¬ 
tions attacking Government 
cuts in education spending and 

opposing the proposed assisted 
places scheme. Labour has a 
majority of one among the 
authorities. 

Less than nvn hours later, the 
resolutions were rejected by a 
dosed meeting of the AMA 
education committee, which is 
Conservative - controlled and 
which has representatives from 
nnly 34- of the 57 authorities. 
The 15 Labour members walked 
out. 

Mrs Nicole Harrison, chair¬ 
man of Haringey's education 
committee and leader of the 
Labour group on the AMA edu¬ 
cation committee, said after¬ 
wards : “ tl is ridiculous that 
you get a democratic decision 
by a conference representing 
every metropolitan education 
authority in the country and 
then you go into a small caucus 
and they reverse it 

But after the Labour walk¬ 
out, the AMA education com¬ 
mittee agreed w recommend 
that every metropolitan educa¬ 


tion authority should be repre¬ 
sented. 

At the mnrnmc meeting. 
Conservative and Labour autho¬ 
rities joined to pass by 25 votes 
to 14 a resolution recording the 
meeting’s “ gravest concern (at) 
the severity of the spending cuts 
in education proposed hy the 
Government, which Inevitably 
wi 11 lead tn a lowering of 
standards and of morale in the 
service 

The meeting urged the 
Government to “reverse its 
divisive and disastrous policies" 
and to maintain at least the 
present levels of expenditure 
on all forms of state education. 

The meeting passed by 23 
votes to 21 a motion noting 
*■ the alarm " over the proposal 
to spend £60m on places at in¬ 
dependent schools while cutting 
C300m From the normal educa¬ 
tion budget. It also recorded 
its “ complete opposition" to 
the assisted places scheme. 

Sir Ashley Bramall, Labour 
leader of rhe Inner London 
Education Authority, said the 
financial aspect of the assisted 
places scheme was a serious 
irritant. But the real menace 
was that the scheme was in¬ 
tended to transfer the business 
of getting university places 
from the public to the private 
sector. 

It would drive education back 
to the situation before the 
Second World War when state 
schools were not expected to 
have academic highflyers, he 
said. 

Mr Neil Scrimshaw, Conser¬ 
vative chairman of Birmingham, 
education committee, argued 


that only 1 or 2 per cent of 
children would be involved in 
the scheme; 98 per cent of the 
education service would remain 
as it was at the moment. Only 
£Gm would be spent in the first 
year out of an education budget 
of £6,1 X)Om. Tlie scheme had to 
he kept in perspective, he said. 

Mr Peter News am. ILEA 
chief education officer argued 
that although the scheme would 
on ly concern 2 per cent of 
children, it would be 2 per cent 
of the brightest 10 per cent, 
and would therefore take a fifth 
of the highflyers odt of state 
schools. That could be a cata¬ 
strophe for six forms, he said. 

Councillor .1. W. With nail. 
Labour, of Walsall, said that 
the scheme would not benefit 
the able working class children 
whom it was intended to help, 
as their parents would not 
know how to use the scheme.

SDLP fury

IBA’s decision on television regions has 
shocked prospective broadcasters

The Independent Broadcasting 
Authority has decided that there 
will he no major changes in die 
regions coi-ered by rhe com¬ 
mercial television companies 
which win the fight for licences 
to broadcast from January, 1982. 

The ruling has astounded both 
existing companies and the 
various consortia formed to 
challenge them during hearings 
for the franchises next year. 

It will immediately rule out 
the chances of success of Lan- 
castria. the consortium which 
includes Mr Brian Redhead and 
the Duke nf Westminster, and 
the East Midlands Forum, a 
group involving five county 
councils in the Midlands advised 
by Mr Phillip Whitehead, MP 
for Derby (North) and a former 
BBC producer and editor. 

Mr Whitehead said list 
night: “There will be a great 
deal of questioning of )he 
IBA’s interpretation of its role 
and its apparent subservience 
to the existing companies in 
this. When one thinks the 


fourth channel is going to be 
put in the hands of this pres¬ 
ent organization, 1 am in des¬ 
pair.” 

Both groups’ applications 
for franchises were to be based 
upon changing the boundaries 
of the companies currently 
serving their areas. Such 
changes occurred when die 
franchises were last offered in 
1967, and consortia planning 
to compete in the present 
round, which affects all 15 
companies operating in the 
country, believed regional 
changes would be considered 
again. 

The chairman of the IBA, 
Lady Flowden, has. however, 
written to the Lancastria group 
saying: “The national plan for 
television coverage of rhe 
United Kingdom does not per¬ 
mit the authority to carve out 
fresh regions in areas already- 
covered ”, 

An I BA spokesman last night 
confirmed the point, saying 
that the authority could nrt 
agree to changes such as those 
suggested by Lancastria be¬ 


cause they would involve Che 
construction of new transmit¬ 
ter equipment. 

The chief executive nf the 
Lancastria group, Mr Anthony 
Sutcliffe, said that lawyers had 
written to the IBA contesting 
Lady Piowden’s claim that new 
regions could not be created. 

' It is also expected that ques¬ 
tions will be tabled in the 
House of Commons asking Lord 
Eelstead, the Home Office 
minister responsible for broad¬ 
casting, to define the IBA’s 
powers. 

The ruling has been greeted 
with particular bitterness 
among members of competing 
consortia because it has been 
made beFnre the IBA has 
advertised for applications for 
the franchises. The advertise¬ 
ments were due to appear this 
month, but are now likely to 
be delayed until January. Con¬ 
tracts are due to be awarded 
next winter. 

The IBA spokesman said: 
“ We feel we are working with¬ 
in the meaning* of the Broad¬ 
casting Act.”

The Government’s delicate 
agreement with Northern Ire¬ 
land politicians for a cousti- 
tuaortal conference beginning 
on January 7 survived a day 
of doubt and confusion yester¬ 
day which might easily have 
seen its downfall. 

The Social Democratic and 
Labour Party said it was furi¬ 
ous with.

Ireland, for saying Irish unity 
would be ruled out after the 
proposed conference. Mr John 
Hume, party leader, promptly 
issued a public challenge to 
Mr Atltins to explain himself. 

Mr Atitios remained silent, 
but the Northern Ireland Office 
said he stood by i six-point 
agreement with the SDLP 
which four days ago persuaded 
the party to take part in rhe 
conference. Despite strong 
words nf condemnation by 
party leaders of what they saw 
as back-tracking by Mr Atkins, 
rhe conference was still on last 
night.

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New York takes over from London 
as main art-auction centre

New York has supplanted 
London as the world's leading 
art auction centre. Jc had been 
drawing closer for some time.

Mr Howe!J- 7 *The size of the pro¬ 
gramme I luve announced, even if 
fully completed and added to, if 
we dedd to do this in the nine¬ 
ties. would still leave an expanding 
need for. coal In our energy pro¬ 
gramme, not only Tor power 
generation but increasingly to re¬ 
place oil for petrol and petro¬ 
chemicals. 

T assure him that the new chair¬ 
man, hoard and executive manage¬ 
ment must command (he confi¬ 
dence of all tbe parties and be able 
to overcome the old rivalries 
which have held back our nuclear 
programme. 

On the anus of proof and the 
inquiry, there are now operating in 
the world 153 Light water 
reactors—pressurized and boiling 
water reactors.

Mr Patrick McNair IViNon (New 
Forest. C)—It h> essential to estab¬ 
lish in the public mind the need to 
increase the nuclear programme 
and as it is always easier to fright¬ 
en people than to reassure them, 
will he confirm that no one has 
ever lost their life in a nuclear 


rower station as a result of radia¬ 
tion or nuclear mishap since (lie 
programme started? 

Mr Howell—I confirm that. This is 
a very safe Industry with a magnif¬ 
icent safety record; safety is para¬ 
mount. 

Mr Wedgwood Benn (Bristol. 
South-East.. Lab)—Will the minis¬ 
ter confirm that what he h.is 
announced U a public expenditure 
commitment of £10,000m to 
520.000m, five times as great as the 
ordering programme in thu last 
decade and different from whar the 
generating board sought as hue as 
the beginning of last year. 

Hus the Government abandoned 
the gas-cooled route, of which we 
have had 22 years’ experience- for 
this programme? If so. it would 
have been more honest to say that 
the Government had decided that 
it wants the PWR. whether or nut 
there is a fault-testing system for 
scoring nuclear waste on this scale. 
The German courts have cropped 
work there until that is estab¬ 
lished. 

We should have a debate and 
vote, as on Witidscale, before the 
programme goes ahead. With a 
crash programme on this scale, 
with American reactors not tried 
in this country and now suspected 
abroad, it could put the nudear 
power Industry- into the heart or 
public controversy after public 
confidence in die system which has 
been developed and tried and 
which worked well here. 

Mr HoweD—I know Mr Bern’s ex¬ 
perience, but in using the expres¬ 
sion 11 crash programme " he has 
misheard what i said. This repre¬ 
sents 22,000 megawatts of electri¬ 
city* generating capacity far short of 
. the sort of level of 40,000 megaw¬ 
atts at the end of ID years outlined 
in Mr Bunn's Green Paper, pub¬ 
lished when be was Secretary of 
State. 

This is a complex matter which 
we must pursue in a cautious and 
prudent manner, but pursue it we 


must. Until we have safety 
clearance, and have got over that 
hurdle, it is impossible to make a 
commitment to a different reactor 
system, even if wc wished to. 

’ The aim must he to see whether 
we can build ihe PWR and .get 
safety on the right lines. If wc can, 
wc can make a decision on which 
reactor to adopt for the limited 
programme I have outlined. 

On the storage of waste, new 
forms, through vitrification, are 
being developed, but it would be 
misleading ro assume that present 
problems of storage of high level 
and high activity waste are easily 
managed. 

While wc want Improvements 
through vitrification and have A 
need for that In IS to 2U years, it 
would be misleading to Indicate 
that wc have an immediate prob¬ 
lem which needed an immediate 
solution. Wc do not have an imme¬ 
diate problem. 

Mr David Penbaligon f Truro, L)— 
How cun the minister justify’ tbe 
Government's obsession with nu¬ 
clear power? After the Three Mile 
Island incident, the colossal leak at 
Witidscale and the extraordinarily 
slow progress of the research pro¬ 
gramme on disposal of nuclear 
waste and the American halt ro any 
development of their Industry, it 
would make mure sense to vail 
until wc have bad an inquiry into 
the PWR and, methods of storing 
and disposing of nuclear waste 
storage have been discovered. 

Mr Howell—The word “ obses¬ 
sion " is misplaced. We are con¬ 
cerned with building up to 50 per 
cenr of electricity capacity from 
nuclear power, leaving a variety of 
sources for power. light and heat 
in future. Whar wc are concerned 
about is our children and our 
children’s children and whether 
they freeze or not and whether 
their industries work or not. 

Mr Nigel Forman (Sutton, Carshal- 
ton, Cj—Will he assure us that the 
high cost of the programme he has 
announced wlU not exclude ade¬ 


quate investment by this and 
future governments in energy 
conservation and renewable 
sources of energy? 

Mr Howell—Yes. In my view and 
that nf the Government, the de¬ 
velopment Of nuclear capacity of 
this kind makes it all the more 
essential that we have also the 
development nf different and 
smaller sources of energ', and of 
alternative and renewable sources. 

Mr Dafydd Wigley (Caernarvon. FI 
Cymru)—There is widespread 
worry and anxiety about the safety 
of nuclear stations, particularly 
PWR stations, and of fast breeder 
reactors, particularly in areas 
where they will be built. Can he 
give an indication of locations nf 
stations and of nuclear waste 
disposal locations ? 

Mr Howefl—I cannot give any such 
indication because, until we have 
safety clearances for the PWR, 
there will be no application about 
the sites for it. He says there is 
widespread concern about nuclear 
power. I recognize that fully, and 
for that reason have authorised 
publication of the evaluation of 
the Kenreny reporr by the CEGB- 
What went wrong at Harrisburg 
bad must to do wirh procedures 
and much less to do with the 
integrity of the PWR. 

Mr Maurice Macmillan fFarnham. 
C) congratulated the minister on 
reaching a fairly quick decision, 
but regretted that be had not men¬ 
tioned tbe future of tbe fast 
breeder reactor, 

Mr Howell—1 expect a full report 
from the United Kingdom Atomic 
Energy Authority fairly soon on 
how we can best proceed towards a 
commercial demonstration of the 
fast breeder reactor. I expect, too, 
a report on the possibility of inter¬ 
national collaboration, including 
that with the French and with 
France and Germany.

was impossible. 

Will he assure us that the 
Governor will he flexible in 
responding to such requests as 
may be made for additional as¬ 
sembly points even if that might 
have, the consequence of the need 
to increase the monitoring force? 
Sir Ian Gflmoar—I. do not think 
any foreign office in the w'rtrld 
could have' performed anything 
like -as . weH.. . (Chedra)i On the 
question of flexibility, we have 
agreed that there should be 16 
assembly points. We believe these 
will' be fully adequate for the 
Patriotic- Fronts forces. . 

The question of additional places 
will only arise if Patriotic Front 
forces assemble with tbeir arms 
and equipment in numbers .greater 
than can be dealt with at all the 
points designated in the ceasefire 
agreement. We do not expect this 
situation to arise.''If it does', we 
Shall deal with it. . 

Mr Andrew Fanlds fWarley. 
East, Lab).—We pray that fair and 
free elections.'will crown these 
protracted negotiations for an 
independent and ' democratic 
Zimbabwe- . - . 

Sir Ian Gttmonr.—I must stress 
That the success of this agreement 
and. of Zimbabwe -will depend on 
exact compliance with what has 
been agreed at Lancaster House. 
That is vital. There must be com-- 
-pliance by all parties. * 

Mr Peter Bottomley (Greenwich, 
Woolwich, West C).—The spirit 
of conciliation and compromise 
engendered- by tile conference will 
have to continue after Zimbabwe 
-becomes independent if it is to 
avoid the kind of problems it 
has been through in tbe lasr 15 
years. , ■ 

Sir tan GUmour.—We have stres¬ 
sed throughout the" Lancaster 
Mouse conference that reconcilia¬ 
tion is our aim and must be tiie 
aim. of everybody in Rhodesia. 
.There must be a spirit of compro¬ 
mise. Nobody will .find what they 
want, which is the peace and pros¬ 
perity of Rhodesia, unless there is 
full and complete compliance with 
what has been agreed- 
Mr Robert Hughes (Aberdeen, 
North, Lab).—The period between 
now and the election is crucial 
to make sure that- the agreement 
sticks. Specifically, whar action 
has the Government taken. to 
make -certain that South African 
troops - remove -.themselves from 
Rhodesia at the earliest opportu¬ 
nity ? . 


What arrangements have been 
made to have proper accounting of 
election expenses since there are 
widespread reports in the press 
that . South. African commercial 
interests are intent on support of 
' tbe Muzorewa party ? 

Sir Ian Gilmonr.—There will be- 
no foreign forces in Rhodesia. 
The only forces in Rhodesia wtiJ 
-be ' Rhodesian farces and the 
.Patriotic Front forces. We made it 
clear that vie do not contemplate 
any kind of purge of the personnel 
of the forces of either side. It is 
impossible to go through the 
forces of either side to say that 
this man is a South African, or 
on the Patriotic side that this man 
is a Mozambiquao. .There will be 
no foreign intervention in this 
-election. 

I agree that the next few weeks 
are vital for Rhodesia and 1 con¬ 
firm that as soon as the ceasefire 
agreement has been signed, Zanu 
and Zapu will be fully legalized. 

Mr Hugh Dykes (Harrow, East, C> 
—Can he clarify the coding or 
martial law and making Illegal all 
. censorship of newspapers, radio 

and television ? .. 

Sir Ian. Gilniour—I did not say 
there would be an i mm ed i a t e 
ending of martial law. I raid tbe 
martial law courts had been ended. 
Martial law would only be lifted 
when it was clear that the cease¬ 
fire was working. It is part of the 
agreement that there, must be fair 
coverage by the media of all 
.political parties daring the 
election. 

Mr faff Lloyd (Havant and Water¬ 
loo. C)—Economic reconstruction 
is needed in Rhodesia and one of 
the major contributors to that is 
bound-to be South Africa. 

Sir Ian G Arno nr—Economic re¬ 
construction must follow, these 
political agreements. I was in 
Brussels today and did mention 
there was scope for Community 
.help for Rhodesia. I hope that will 
be forthcoming, 

Mr Richard Alexander (Newark, 
C)-—Could he indicate rhe pro¬ 
posed timetable for withdrawal of 
power and influence by the 
Governor-General ? 

Sir Ian . Gilmonr—The ceasefire 
will begin to run from tbe' signing 
of tbe agreement and should be 
completed a fortnight after that. 
Then .there will be an election 
some time in February. Then tbe 
Governor-General win be respon¬ 
sible for choosing a Prime Minister 
and setting in band the election 
for-a senate. 

Once the nearly independent 
Rhodesia is on its feel, the 
Governor-General will immedi¬ 
ately withdraw and come back to 
England to resume his normal 
duties. 

Mr Michael Brothertan (Louth, Cl 
—What steps are being taken to 
limit Soviet influence in Rhodesia 
and in particular the use of Soviet 
money . in . the forthcoming 
elections ? 

Sir XSb Gilmdur—I can imagine 
ho greater contribution to limiting 
fender influence In Rhodesia than 
tbe successful conclusion of these 
negotiations. It will he further 
.limited by bringing peace to this 
country where there has been war- 
I do not think there is a danger 
for tbe future.

Policy emerging of flat rate charge for school transport 


It was no desire of the Government 
that the powers in the Education 
(No 2) Bill, now going through its 
committee stage, should be used to 
penalize children who bad to travel 
to denominational' schools, Mr 
Mack- Carlisle, Secretary of State 
for Education and Science said, 
during questions. 

Mr Carlisle (Runcorn. C). asked 
what recent representations be had 
received about the transport of 
children to Roman Catholic 
.schools, ax affected by his Educa¬ 
tion Bill and public spending 
reductions, said he had met .the 
Cardinal Archbishop of Westmins¬ 
ter as well as representatives of the 
Catholic Education Council- He 
bad also received about 4,000 let¬ 
ters from individual members of 
tbe Roman Catholic' Church and 
about 400 letters from MPs about 
constituents’ correspondence, 

Mr Leslie Huckfield (Nuneaton. 
Lab)—The way this is going to be 
interpreted by many local authori¬ 
ties will undermine the freedom nf 
choice to • Roman Catholic 
parents as prescribed in the Educa¬ 
tion Act, 1344. He cannot blame 
tbe local authorities because they 
are blaming him. 

In view of the rest number of 
representations he is going to con¬ 
tinue to receive, the best thing to 
do is to withdraw tbe whole of 
Clause 23 from the Bill and accept 


the amendment put down by 
Labour MPs. (Labour cheers.) 

Mr Carlisle—1 do not accept that. 
Tbe specific request to allow for 
tbe opportunity for changing came 
from tbe Association of County 
Councils. In many areas at tbe 
moment transport provision is 
made beyond that which is statu¬ 
torily necessary or required. Once 
it is made, it has to be made free. 

If I do not give local education 
authorities the opportunity to 
recoup some of the cost by char¬ 
ging the effect will be that they 
will stop providiog transport. That 
will be of greater harm. 

Mr John Stokes (Halesowen and 
Stourbridge, C)—Could be make 
clear that the Government is 
strongly in favour of church 
schools, including Roman Catholic 
schools, and has no bias against 
them? 

Mr Carlisle—I have made clear on 
many occasions that I am 3 strong 
supporter of denominational 
schools, and there are many provi¬ 
sions in the present Education Bill 
which are greatly to rhe advantage 
of denominational schools. 

Mr Dennis Skinner i Bolsover. 
Lab) He has got a cockeyed view 
of freedom when be infers that 
local authorities should withdraw 
this form of transport. 

It would be a good idea, in view 
of the 4,000 submissions and oppo¬ 


sition from all quarters, to issue a 
directive lo all local authorities to 
the effect nor only that there will 
be no attempt to withdraw free 
school transport for the over 
eights and elevens, but that we 
shall be moving towards free trans¬ 
port for ajl school children up to 
the age of 16. 

Mr Carlisle—I do not accept that. 
The provision of free school trans¬ 
port is rapidly increasing in cost. 
If we had taken no action, it wouJd 
have cost £125m this coming year 
alone. 

The vast majority of parents 
already do not receive free trans¬ 
port and 1 think it reasonable that 
those provided with school trans¬ 
port should nay some of the cost 
towards that transport. 

Mr Hilary Miller (Bromsgrovc and 
Redditch, C)—Would he consider, 
to ensure that the denominition 
schools arc not treated any worse 
than state schools, removal of the 
statutory limits and thereby 
getting rid of the anomaly, allow¬ 
ing parents living under the three 
mile limit to take part in the 
scheme for a flat rate charge? 
Mr Carlisle—That is tbe effect if 
local authorities have the right to 
provide transport and the right to 
charge if they wish, it j s no desire 
of the Government that those 
powers should be used in any way 
to penalise those attending deno¬ 
minational schools and J should be 


extremely concerned if I saw that 
occurring. 

Mrs Ann Taylor an Opposition 
spokesman on educanon (Bolton. 
West. Lab)—Dues he understand 
his Bill, because it ;cems to me he 
does not understand that die trans¬ 
port da use will particularly hurt 
children in rural areas, children 
who g u tu .special schools and 
children who go to church schools, 
cither Church of England or 
Roman Catholic. If he denies that, 
he does not understand tbe under¬ 
takings given to church schools in 
tbe past and the effects his Bill is 
going to bare on them. Will he 
think again about this? 

Mr Carlisle—I will continue to 
listen to any representations. That 
is why I saw tfac Cardinal Arch¬ 
bishop last week. 1 have under¬ 
taken to consider what he said to 
me. 

She is right in saving that it is 
those in rural areas and those 
attending denominational schools 
that make up the majority of the 
people benefiting at present from 
the sy*rem of free transport. I 
do not think we can seriously 
defend and justify a situation 
where those living ju«t under 
three miles may have to pav the 
whole of the cost and those living 
beyond the three miles, irrespec¬ 
tive of income, should get free 
transport. 

We have in make some reduc¬ 
tions in expenditure. It is more 


important to make it in these 
ways than in the classroom. 

In later questions, Mr Neil Mac- 
Farlane, Under Secretary for Edu¬ 
cation and Science, said—In 1973- 
79 local education authorities' 
expenditure on home to school 
transport was about £130m in Eng¬ 
land and Wales. 

It is not the Government’s inten¬ 
tion that the total cost should be 
transferred to parents. The 
national average flat fare needed 
to achieve the savings next year set 
out in the white paper is between 
10 and 13 pence for a single jour¬ 
ney. 

Mr John Farr (Harborou&h C)— 
The Governments proposals 
would make tbe cost of school 
transport fall heavily upon 
children from rural areas. (Labour 
cheers.) He should consider this 
point and see if some sort of alle¬ 
viation of tbe impact of this cost 
could be made during the passage 
of the Bill. 

Mr MacFarlane—The committee 
and the House will have the oppor¬ 
tunity to consider at some future 
stage what may be necessary. 

At the moment, the indications 
are that local authorities arc begin¬ 
ning to adopt the policy of charg¬ 
ing n flat rate. The Department is 
monitoring the reports from local 
authorities, which indicate that the 
flat race charge is now going to he 
applied. This will all be kept under 
review. 


Labour MP’s call for Treasury 
Minister’s transfer rejected 


Sir Keith Joseph, the Secretary of 
State for Industry, had acted un¬ 
constitutionally and with great im¬ 
propriety iu the way he had dealt 
with the recent resignation of die 
chairman of Rolls-Royce and the 
appointment of his successor, Mr 
Gerald Kaufman - (Manchester, 
Ardwick, L) said in the debate on 
the motion for the Christmas 
recess. 

He said that on November 21 the 
Secretary of State was asked how 
many discussions, minuted or un- 
minuted, be had had with the 
chairman of. Rolls-Royce where the 
chairman of the National Enter¬ 
prise Board had not been invited. 

A memorandum of understand¬ 
ing. to which the Secretary of 
State was still a consenting party, 
stated it was open to the chairman 
of Rolls-Royce to have, a meeting 
with the mfnister provided the 
chairman of the NEB was consulted 
beforehand and given the oppor¬ 
tunity to attend. 

In bis reply, tbe Secretary of 
State said be bad bad one sucb 
meeting with the chairman of 
Rolls-Royce to discuss his retire¬ 
ment. Five days' later, when the 
House debated the issue, the Secre¬ 
tary of State admitted be bad had 
two-meetings with Sir Kennetb 
Keith. 

Later, in a statement to the 
standing committee discussing the 
Industry Bill, the Secretary* of 
State referred to three occasions at 
which he had met Sir Kenneth 
Keith without having warned Sir 
Leslie Murphy. 

He was still not speaking the-toif 
truth (Mr Kaufman continued), la 
a written an&wer to me, he admit¬ 
ted he had met him four times. 

Out of the statement and 
answers hud emerged another area 
in which it could be demonstrated 
that the Secretary of State had 
acted with great impropriety and 
possibly ulra vires. 

On November 21' he told the 
House that Sir Frank McFadzeao 
had indicated his willingness to 
become the new chairman of Rolls- 
Royce. But the constitutional posi¬ 
tion in relation to the-appointment 
ot the chairman of Rolls-Royce set 
out under a memorandum of 
understanding was that Rolls- 
Royce elected its own chairman, 
the company consulted the NEB 
before making tbe appointment 
and the NEB consulted toe Secre¬ 
tary of Stale. 

It is clear (he continued) the 
only role the Secretary of State has 
in rhe appointment or resignation 
of the chairman of Rolls-Royce is 
the right to be consulted- by the 
NEB- ' '. 

Vet it emerges clearly from Sir 
Keith Joseph’s statements . and 
from answers he has bean forced 
to give that he unconstitutionally 
both accepted the resignation, as 
chairman, of Sir Kenneth Keith 
.aid appointed Sir Frank McFad¬ 
zeao as his successor. 

The' standard of conduct was 
extraordinary and disgraceful in 
accepting Sir Kenneth Keith's res¬ 
ignation. Tbe Secretary of State 
committed an equally great impro¬ 
priety by himself appointing the 
new Chairman of Rolls-Royce. 

Mr Jeffrey Rooker (Birmingham. 
Perry Barr. lAb). said he uopid 
like a debate on the standards or 
conduct in public life. When he 
took part with "Mr Peter Rees, 
Mimscer of State, Treasury, in a 
television programme on tax avr.t- 
dance and questioned Mr Rees on 
July 9 in the House he was un¬ 
aware that the minister, had a 
financial ' interest in the sense of 
being a tax adviser to the Ross- 
minst er set of companies. 


At the Treasury Mr Rees dealt 
with case work and polio.- for the 
Inland Revenue, who wore about 
to embark on probably tbe largest 
and most detailed investigation of 
possible tax evasion since they 
were set up. 

How could the Inland Revenue 
investigators do their work pro¬ 
perly, impartially and In detail if 
they knew that the Minister in 
charge of the Inland Revenue was 
someone whose papers they would 
be looking at and someone they 
might wish to interview in pur¬ 
suance of those inquiries? 

The position of Mr Rees as 
minister in charge of the Inland 
Revenue was untenable. IF he W3S 
considered to be of government 
calibre he should be moved forth¬ 
with to another ministry. Failing a 
debate before the House rose for 
Christmas the Prime Minister 
should act during the recess. It 
could be done in tbe form of a 
normal re-shuffle following a few 
months in office. 

Mr Michael Meacber (Oldham, 
West, Lab) said the House should 
debate the issues raised by tbe 
mounting evidence of dearfa and 
serious violence sustained by pri¬ 
soners in police custody. 

Home Office statistics showed 
that In England and Wales 1*3 
people bad died since 1970 through 
non-natural causes whilst in police 
custody. 

In some cases inquests had not 
been held into deaths and where 
inquests were held the procedure 
was unsatisfactory in that there 
was no opportunity to cross-exam¬ 
ine witnesses. 

For the sake of tbe police the 
full facts needed to be invest¬ 
igated. Until tbat happened public 
confidence would not be restored. 

The Horae Secretary should set 
up an inquiry which should exam¬ 
ine setting up experimental panels 
of visitors with the right of access 
to police stations.- wirh the min¬ 
imum of notice, to take statements 
from prisoners alleging police vio¬ 
lence. 

It should review the present 
powers of police committee* and 
examine the futility of the present 
police complaint procedure. 

Mr Stuart Holland (Lambeth. 
VauxhaU. Lab) said Mr Peter Daly, 
a former constituent, had been in 
prison for 16 months without con¬ 
viction and It looked as though one 
charge was lined up when others 
failed in a manner hardly appro¬ 
priate to customary court proce¬ 
dures or tiie practice of "British 
Justice as it was allegedly recog¬ 
nized and known. 

He had been moved from one 
prison to another without initial 
explanation lo his family, his law¬ 
yer or to himself as an MP. 

As Mr Daly had been 
approached by the Countryman 
inquiry into police corruption and 
not given evidence there was, 
.prims facie, a reason for thinking 
that he was being intimidated. 

It had been put to him (Mr 
Holland) that it was quite possible 
that certain police officers who 
stood to lose from the Countryman 
Inquire might be seeking to intimi¬ 
date Mr Daly, a matter of grave 
public concern. 

Mr Michael Fool deputy leader of 
the Labour Party (Ebbw Vale, 
Lnb). said the Secretary of Scare 
for Indusrry should come ro the 
House to comment on the serious 
accusations that had been made. 

The subject of Mr Peter Rees 
could not be allowed tn rest. Per¬ 
haps the Prime Minister should 
make a statement about it on 
Thursday; if she was replying to 
questions then.

It was for Sir KeJtii Joseph to 
reply in detail about the meetings 
with the chairman of Rolls-Royce 
but he bad no, in fact, accented the 
resignation of Sir Kenneth Keith. 

The memorandum of under¬ 
standing was between a company 
and a public corporation and there 
was no way such document should 
bind the Secretary of State who 
was not a party to it. 

Tbe board of Rolls-Royce had 
decided today that Sir Frank 
McFadzean should succeed Sir 
Kenneth as chairman. 

The object of the British Steel 
Corporation was to return to profi¬ 
tability and viability at an early 
date. Tbe Government welcomed 
the determination of the corpora¬ 
tion. 

Not a shred of an argument had 
been established for Mr Peter Rees 
to be removed ro another ministry. 

Like many members of the bar 
Mr Rees bad advised and 
appeared for a wide range of 
clients including the Inland 
Revenue. 

There was no inconsistency be¬ 
tween having exercised a profes¬ 
sional career in that area and his 
ministerial responsibilities. 

As io the specific mention of 
Rossminster. the Revenue depart¬ 
ment did not consult Treasury 
ministers on individual cases, 

Tbe Home Secretary had already 
written to Mr Holland about the 
treatment of Mr Daly and the rea¬ 
sons for his transfer from Brixton 
prison. The Lord Chancellor had 
also written to him concerning re¬ 
trial in the case. 

If Mr Dalv or Mr Holland (he 
continued) has any complaint 
about his treatment by the police, 
in the context of Operation Coun¬ 
tryman or otherwise, the proper 
course is for him to bring it to the 
notice of the chief office of the 
police concerned who will arrange 
for it to be Investigated in accor¬ 
dance with the procedures pres¬ 
cribed by Parliament.

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Slimming doctor is jailed for two 
years and ordered to pay 
£55,000 damages after girl’s death

The court in Clcrmoni-Fer¬ 
rand yesterday listened in hor- 
rpr to the story of the un¬ 
necessary death of a young 
university student, Mile Fre- 
dcrique Erun. 

After hearing details of the 
treatment she had been receiv¬ 
ing for slimming, rhe court 
sentenced her specialist to two 
years' imprisonment with a 

fine of 30,000 francs (£3333)— 
the maximum penalty possible 
under rhe law—and ordered 
him to pay 500.000 francs 
damages to her family. 

The trial was described as a 
test case of “the Dr Jekylls 
oF ail breeds who practice 
such a trade", by M Jean- 
Marie Rousseau, the public 
prosecutor. He demanded the 
maximum penalty for tbe 
specialist. Dr Pierre-Marie 
Painvin. 

Dr Painvin intends to appeal 
against his sentence for man¬ 
slaughter. He was not present 
during the hearing haring 
sent a letter saying he was 
“convalescing”, but the court 
ruled that this was merely an 
attempt at wasting time. 
Because of this, under French 
Jaw, defence lawyers were not 
allowed to plead. A warrant 
has been issued for his arrest. 

The dead girl’s mother, Mine 
Martine Erun, told the court 
rkat she had been recom¬ 
mended by a friend to see Dr 
Painvin in 1975 when she 
wanted to lose weight. She 
had, however, given up the 
treatment he prescribed for 
Her rather quickly and had 
soon gone back to the 15] 
stone she xveighed beforehand. 

■ The following year sbe sent 


her daughter, a Student of 
English in Montlucon, to see 
Dr Painvin in. his Paris sur- 
gerv. Mile Bnin was only 5ft 
lin* add' weighed nearly. 11 
scone and she wis determined 
to try to' avoid '-becoming as 
stout as her mother: She 
accordingly followed the doc¬ 
tor’s ■ orders very- carefully, 
with the result that she died. 


The girl was apparently given 
the usual form of consultation 
by rbe doctor. First she was 
given an electrocardiogram, 
then a 15-minute interview with 
the doctor. He gave her a pres¬ 
cription which had to be taken 
'to a special chemist ar Seinc- 
Saint-Denis, where she was 
issued with capsules. 

Between October, 1976, and 
the beginning of February. 
1977, 5he lost just over rwo 
stones but still had not reached 
the target figure set by the 
doctor. He accordingly gave 
her a new prescription for 
stronger tablets. On February 
19 she became so ill tbat her 
parents called the family doc¬ 
tor. Taken to hospital, she 
failed to respond to any treat¬ 
ment and died. 

The post mortem exami¬ 
nation showed that ' she had 
been taking massive doses of 
thryoxine—a thyroid gland 
extract—mixed with strong 
ampheternities and diuretics in 
the capsules. The effect was to 
upset her thyroid gland, pro¬ 
voking a mechnical loss of 
weight, but ultimately causing 
heart failure. 

Mme Brun told the court 
how she had watched her 
daughter becoming more and 
more ill, with dark purple 
patches spreading across her 


face- She became extremely 
irritable and bad tempered. 

According to the prosecutor 
this case was the best docu¬ 
mented one, but there had 
been ' many oihers where 
patients tallowing Dr Painvin’s 
treatment -had become extre¬ 
mely ill.. In one case a woman 
bad lost 91b overnight with 
near fatal consequences. 

Nevertheless, he said, the 
doctor bad made a real fortune 
since leaving general practice 
in. order to specalize in 1971. 
Operating from his surgexy in 
Boulevard Fiandrin, with its 
telex machine, seven outside 
telephone lines and a team of 
three doctors, he was never 
short of dients prepared to 
pay him up to 350 francs for a 
15-minute interview. 

M Rousseau calculated that 
the doctor had made an 
average o£ 10,000 francs a day 
and probably something like 
20m francs since 1971. Even so 
he appears to have paid very 
little tax and has already been 
convicted of fiscal fraud and 
nf swindling the social secur¬ 
ity. 

The Ordre de$ Mededns, 
which is tbe controlling body 
for French doctors, suspended 
Dr Painvin from practising for 
three years from the beginning 
of this month, after the death 
of another of his patients, an 
overweight lorry driver. 

The prosecutor criticized the 
Order for being so slow to 
discipline Dr Painvin. Never¬ 
theless, the Order sought and 
was granted one franc nominal 
damages against the doctor for 
“ discrediting medical prac¬ 
tice ”. 


Five Grapo 
leaders 
tunnel out 
of jail

A hunt began today for free 
members of the .left-wing ex¬ 
tremist organization . Grapo 
(First of October Anti-Fascist 
Resistance Groups) who tnh- 
neled their way out of a mjed- 
mum-security prison in Zamora. 

The five include at.' least 
three alleged leaders of - the 
movement and are described by 
the police k “ very dangerous ”. 
They took several months to dig 
the ei gh t-yard escape tunnel in 
a corner of a bathroom, using 
a T-shaped piece of scrap iron 
and an aluminium plate.- . 

- They left the prison, last 
night, some rime between the 

8 pm roll-call and the H-30 pm 
bed check. 

The tunnel entrance had been 
covered by Door riles. _ The 
escapers apparently gor rid of' 
the earth they dug out by flush-; 
ing it down the lavatories. in 
the wasbroom. 

Forty-eight known or- suspec- 
ted members of Grapo were 
held at Zamora prison. The 
offences in which the five 
escapers were allegedly in¬ 
volved included two kidnap¬ 
pings—chat of a banker and 
adviser to King Juan Carlos, 
Sen or Jose Maria Oriol, in 
1976; and the 1977 abduction 
of the president of the Military 
Supreme Court, General Emilio 
ViUaescusa. 

“We thought the Grapo file 
was closed”, said a police offi¬ 
cial, “ bat now we have to start 
all over again.” 

Authorities investigating the 
fatal shooting of two youths in 
a riot here last Thursday have 
found evidence suggesting some 
shots might have been fired 
from buildings near by.

Britain vetoes EEC plan 
to share out £143m aid

Brussels, Dec 18 

EEC foreign ministers 
declined to respond here today 
to a Spanish plea that the 
negotiations on Spain’s applica¬ 
tion to join the Community 
should be concluded in their 
essential by the end of next 
year. 

Sir Ian Gilmour, Minuter of 
State at the Foreign Office, 
and his EEC colleagues listened 
politely to the request from 
Senor Calvo Sotelo, Spain's 
minister in charge of relations 
with the Nine, but offered no 
comment. 

Senor Sotelo said that Spain 
would like the main points In 
dispute between the two sides 
to be clarified during the first 
half, of 1980 and appropriate 
solutions to be agreed by tbe 
end of the year. This would 
open the way for signature of 
an accession treaty during 
1981. 


The Spanish are becoming 
worried that the pace of their 
membership negotiations is 
flagging and that this could 
jeopardize their hopes of gain¬ 
ing entry to tbe EEC on 
January 1, 1983. 

This fear was raised by 
Senor Adolfo Suite z, the 
Spanish Prime Minister, during 
talks in Brussels last weekend 
with Mr Roy Jenkins, the 
President of the European Com¬ 
mission. Mr Jenkins promised 
to do what he could to speed 
things up. 

Senor Sotelo said today that 
his government was particularly 
anxious for early agreement on 
the length of the transitional 
period after entry over which 
Spain's full economic integra¬ 
tion into the Community should 
be phased. 

In Spain's view rhe transi¬ 
tional period should last be¬ 
tween five and ten years

Britain today vetoed propo¬ 
sals for increasing EEC finan¬ 
cial aid to the Community's 
poorer regions on the grounds 
that they unduly favoured 
France and would not help to 
boost Community spending in 
Britain. Belgium also objected 
to the proposals. 

Recalling the reference in 
last month's Dublin summit 
communique to the need for 
increasing Britain's receipts 
from the EEC budget. Sir Ian 
Gilmour, Minister of Srate at 
the Foreign Office, said tbe 
new aid went “completely in 
the wrong direction ”. 

The proposals, drawn up ear¬ 
lier this year hy the European 
Commission, would set aside 
some £U3m for spending from 
the so-called “ non-quota " sec¬ 
tion of the EEC’s regional 
fund over five years beginning 
in 1980. About £38m of this 
would go to Britain. 

The hulk of EEC regional 
aid—amounting ro just over 
£600m ibis year—is parcelled 
out among member states 
according to strict quotas (Bri¬ 
tain’s share is 27 per cent), 
with even rich countries like 
West Germany getting a por¬ 
tion. 

In February of this year, 
however, EEC foreign minis¬ 
ters agreed that in future 5 
per cent of the regional fund 
should be set aside for disbur¬ 
sal outside tbe quota system to 
poor regions disadvantaged by 
other EEC policies. 

Britain is particularly 


annoyed that £7Sm, or 54 per 
cent, of the proposed non¬ 
quota expenditure has been 
earmarked for developing rural 
tourism and small and 
medium-sized firms in the 
Italian South and Southern 
France. 

Sir Ian pointed out to his 
EEC colleagues that this allo¬ 
cation would give France a 25 
per cent share of non-quota 
spending compared with a nor¬ 
mal regional fund share of 
only 16 to 17 per cent. By 
contrast, Britain’s non-qaoia 
share would be slightly less 
than its regular percentage. 

Much more of tbe non-quota 
money should be used to 
finance rationalization of the 
troubled steel and shipbuilding 
industries. Sir Ian said.. He 
requested that Derwemside, 
Scunthorpe and Tayside should 
be added to the list of areas in 
Britain qualifying for such aid. 
He said that Britain wanted at 
least an extra £13m. 

The Commission contends 
that the large amount of aid to 
Southern France and the 
Italian South is needed to help 
these regions cope with the 
economic challenge oE enlarg¬ 
ing rhe EEC to include Greece, 
Spain and Portugal. Commission 
officials also say that France, 
has put forward better and 
more viable spending projects 
than Britain. 

One result of today’s British 
veto is to prevent the payment., 
of nearly £16m worth of aid to 
encourage tourism and cottage 
industries in the border zones 
between the Irish Republic and 
Northern Ireland.

German TV network threatened

Most of West Germany's 
broadcasting workers will go on 
strike tomorrow evening— 
unless stopped by a last-minute 
court action—in protest against 
plans by politicians to break up 
one ol the coumrie's leading 
broadcasting corporarions, tbe 
Norddeutscher Rundfunk (NDR). 

Officially, the 8 pm to mid¬ 
night strike—only the second 
in West German broadcasting 
history—is about jobs. But 
behind it is the fear that the 
break-up of the NDR would 
mark the beginning of the end 
for public broad casting here 
and open the,way for private 
and commercial ’ broadcasting 
with greater political control. 

The future of the North Ger¬ 
man network has been in the 
balance since Herr Gerhard 
Stoltenbcrz. Prime Minister of 
Schleswig-Holstein—one of the 
three Lander it serves— saw 
red over its reporting of pro¬ 
tests about a planned nuclear 
power-station.. 

For the Christian Democratic 
politician this was the last 
straw- after what be ses as long 
and consistent left-wing report¬ 
ing and comment in the net¬ 


work. Accusing it also of gross 
overspending and ignoring 
regional interests, he gave 
notice that he would terminate 
the NDR contract at the end of 
December, 1980. 

But the lead in the dispute 
was soon taken over bv Herr 
Ernst Albreriit, the Christian 
Democratic Prime Minister of 
Lower Saxony, the biggest 
Land served by the NDR. The 
network, he declared, should 
reflect the views of the 
majority of North Germans. At 
present the majority vote 
Christian Democrat; ' 

The two entered into Tong 
and involved nogonations with 
Herr Hans-Uirich Klose, the 
Social Democratic Chief Burgo¬ 
master of Hamburg, who has 
firmly resisted any change. The 
result—unless Herr Klose suc¬ 
ceeds .in getting it stopped by 
the federal administrative court 
—will probably be the takeover 

of the NDR by rite two Christian 
Democratic Lander , leaving 
Hamburg to fend for itself. 

This, it seems, would satisfy 
Herr _ Albrecht’s immediate 
ambition and - help him to 
achieve the pexr—to introduce 
private television. 


Not by chance,' private and 
commercial relerisron is 'de¬ 
veloping into a big political 
issue less than a vear before 
the Boo destag elections. Earlier 
this week Christian Democratic 
opposition leaders in North 
Rbine-Westphalia accused the 
bip Westdeutscher Rundfunk of 
political bias and said that if 
they won the crucial Land 
elections next May they will set 
up a commercial network under 
public control. 

Behind the Christian Demo¬ 
crat’s interest in private tele¬ 
vision lies a Ions, deep . and.

Since they went into opposition 
10 years ago, they have found 
it difficult to. resign, themselves 
to seeing their politicians given 
less attention rhan rhe Social 
Democrats and Free Democrats 
in the federal Government.

gramme-makers and inteHec- 
ruals in general lean to the left, 
although whether this actually 
influences rhe ieh?vision-watch- 
ing public is impossible to 
prove.

Athens, Dec 18 

The possibility that Mr Con¬ 
stantine Karamanlis, Prime 
Minister since the fall of the 
Greek military dictatorship in 
1974, may seek election as the 
next President of the republic, 
is widely debated here. 

The five-year term of Presi¬ 
dent Tsatsos is due to expire 
next June. One month before 
that Parliament must choose 
the next President. 

Mr Karamanlis has made no 
firm decision yet, but he is 
known to be willing to move 
up In the interests of democ¬ 
racy. 

Opposition commentators feel 
that Mr Karamanlis had been 
concerned about the unity of 
the ruling New Democracy 
Party, the leadership of which 
he would relinquish to become 
President. 

They are now drawing atten¬ 
tion to the fact that the two 
likelies candidates to succeed 
him, Mr Evanghelos Averoff, 
the Defence Minister, and Mr 
George Rallis, the Foreign 
Minister, have recently given 
almost identical pledges that if 
Mr Karamanlis goes they will 
obey the party’s will. 

Mr Averoff focuses the sym¬ 
pathies of the party’s conserva¬ 
tive wing, while Mr Rallis, is 
favoured by the party’s right 
of centre. 


Seoul, Dec 18.—The new 
South Korean military leader¬ 
ship moved to consolidate its 
power today with the appoint¬ 
ment of new generals to top 
commands who were either its 
supporters or at. the least were 
not opposed to it, sources said 
in Seoul. 

The Government announced 
only two changes at the top of 
the military hierarchy bur the 
sources said that several other 
generals had been named to 
other important posts. 

The changes affected the 
Third Army, with headquarters 
at Yongin, near Seoul, which 
guards the western end of the 
demilitarized zone along the 
border with North Korea, and 
the First Army, based at Wonju, 
which guards the eastern end.

A new lieutenant-general

The sources said that General 
Hwang supports General Chon 
as does his immediate superior, 
General Lee Hee Sung, the 
Martial Law Commander. The 
latter is believed to be a rela¬ 
tive by marriage of General 
Chon. 

General Lee said in a public 
statement today that the Army 
would not meddle in political 
affairs but would return to its 
original mission of defending 
tbe country as soon as possible.

They also say that the guru 
only plans to use his helicopter 
six times a year. 

Residents still are not im¬ 
pressed aud the battle so far has 
- been Fought in the columns of 
the Malibu Surfside News. 

“ Such a heliport could 
generate as much' noise as a 
factory right here in peaceful 
Malibu". Mr John May, a resi¬ 
dent declared. 

Mr Kent MulvihilL, another 
neighbour, said: “ The most 
compelling argument against 
this private indulgence is the 
alarming precedent it would set. 
.The hills of Malibu are dotted 
'with movie stars, rock singers 
and top executives who could 
make an equal.or .better claim 
to the need for a private heli¬ 
port. If this one gets through 
it could be just, a matter of time 
before Malibu becomes heli¬ 
copter heaven.” 

The guru’s devotees, however, 
are undaunted. Over the past 
weekend dozens of young fol¬ 
lowers went from door to door 
trying to persuade residents to 
see it the guru’s way. 


Desert ghost town marks 
Polisario victory over 
demoralized Moroccan unit 


From Pierre Taillefer 
of Agence France-Presse 
Lebouirate, Morocco, Dec 18 

This southern outpost lias 
become a ghost town with 
charred wrecks of tanks and 
trucks. 

Crows wheel tirelessly over¬ 
head. Desert sand blows into the 
smoke-blackened buildings four 
months after Lebouirate was 
captured by the Algerian- 
backed Polisario Western 
Sahara nationalists. Although 
the town is inside Morocco, my 
Polisario guides took no special 
precautions. 

Lebouirate Is about 60 miles 
from Algeria and about 30 miles 
north of the Western Sahara, 
•which Morocco and the 
rolisario. have been fighting 
over since Spain withdrew. 

About 2,000 Moroccan soldiers 
and civilians had been here 
guarding^the road to.the south,. 
my guides said. Pohsano' 
fighters took it on August 25, 
and the Moroccans have never 
tried to retake it, I was told. 

At the north end of the 
valley, burnt tanks were faced 
north with their turrets aiming 
to the rear, in position to re¬ 
treat While trying ro delay the 
advance of the Saharans’ Land- 
Rovers. "Shell cases were scat¬ 
tered round the tanks. 

“As soon as a tank halted, it 
was lost”, my guide affirmed. 
“Then it was easy to hit them 
with bazookas. We set up an 
ambush here that trapped those 
fleeing and also stopped a relief 
column sent from Zaak n (about 
32 miles to the north). 

The bastion is flanked by 


stone fortifications along about 
13 miles of cliffs. Tbe wrecks 
of some 45 Soviet-made T54 
tanks can be counted, as well 
as a few armoured troop trans¬ 
port-vehicles and rocket-launch¬ 
ing vehicles. 

“ We had to dislodge the 
soldiers holding each fort and 
knock out the tank backing 
them up ”, the head of the guide 
party said. 

At the edge of the town, the 
Saharans buried several dozen 
Moroccan soldiers. Each grave 
is marked in Muslim fashion by 
one stone at the head and 
another at the feet. A few 
bodies that bad been overlooked 
were desiccated like mummies 
by the sun. 

The Polisario party showed 
me pages from the Moroccan 
commander’s reports. He stated 
that the stronghold he was 
defending was attacked on July 
6 and again titf August 10 by 
about 100 jeeps carrying twin- 
tube rocket launchers, cannon 
and mortars. . 

.The commander. Major 
Muhammad Azelmat, reported 
on August 12 that because of the 
garrison’s heavy ‘losses, "the 
shortage of -soldiers, the. defec¬ 
tive weapons, the immobility of 
the few remaining tanks and the 
traumatized and demoralized 
soldiers, this unit is no longer 
operational and a catastrophe 
with grave consequences is 
likely at the next slightest blow 
unless the command takes into 
consideration the situation of 
the unit”- ' 

That was 12 days before the 
fall of Lebouirate. 


Earthquake 
kills 12 on 
island of Bali 


Jakarta, Dec 18.—At least 12 
people were killed and 52 
seriously injured in a strong, 
two-minute earthquake on the 
island of Bali today, the pro¬ 
vincial Government said. 

Hundreds of people fled from 
their homes. Some beat wooden 
drums to alert neighbours who 
might nave slept through the 
shock. It was the third earth¬ 
quake in thc^e islands this 
year. 

Destruction on Bali, which 
included a hundred homes, 
schools and public buildings, 
appeared to be centred on the 
north-eastern part of the island 
while the tourist resort on its 
southern and western coasts 
escaped damage. There were no 
reports of foreign visitors 
among the injured.—Reuter.

Six-lane highway may link 
Canton with Hongkong

Hongkong, Dec IS 

Chinese authorities, directing 
the M modernization ’’ drive, 
want to build a six-lane high¬ 
way from Canton to the.Hong¬ 
kong border and a rail link 
across the border to a Peking- 
owned container terminal on 
the Kowloon side of Hongkong 
harbour.- 

The proposals have been 
made by visiting representatives 
of the’Canton .Planning Com¬ 
mission in discussions with 
Hongkong Government officials 
and members of the Hongkong 
General Chamber of Commerce. 

The present road connexion 
across the border to Canton, 
which carries an expanding 
volume of container lorries and 
other transport, was described 
as “inadequate" by Mr Mai 
Yang, vice-chairman of-the Can¬ 
ton Commission. • . • 

“ Accordingly we are plan rung 
ning to build a modern highway 
all the way from Canton. We 
do nor know the construction 
cost yet. But we will welcome 
foreign- investment, both- front 
Hongkong and overseas, for the 
project.” 


Mr Mai added that the rail 
link was being studied by the 
Canton central transport 
bureau: “The Hongkong Gov¬ 
ernment will direct the building 
and operation . of the section 
from our container terminal to 
the mainland border.” 

Tbe Chinese terminal at Kwai 
Chung will soon be able to 
handle container vessels of 
more than 10,000 tons. 

Mr Mai also said that his 
commission is .interested in 
securing foreign investment for 
other industrial development in 
Canton and the province of 
Kwangtung. . 

He expected to discuss these 
projects with foreign corpora¬ 
tions in Hongkong. They will 
range from petrochemical works 
and hotel modernization to the 
development oF industrial 
estates and watch manufactur¬ 


ing

Batting was 
not easy, especially this morning, 
and England, having allowed Aus¬ 
tralia to recover from a bad morn¬ 
ing, were glad enough to have to 
bat for only. 25 minutes this even¬ 
ing. Bad light removed the last 
half hour, by when England had 
made 19 tor one towards , the 354 
they need ro win. 

England's chances of victory 
can be dismissed, unless tomorrow 
is as blue end beautiful as today 
was grey and oppressive: and 
even then two, perhaps three of 
the side would have to play the 
innings of their lives. It is more 
realistic to think in trims of a 
draw, and hopes even of that have 
started already to centre on Boy¬ 
cott. Randall was leg-before in ihc 
second over of England's innings, 
plaving on stroke, of all things, 
to Dymock.

Important revival in TV 
coverage of the tour 


By Peter Ryde 

An important revival in tele¬ 
vision coverage as the professional 
golf four heads for the eighties is 
indicated in next year’s schedule 
of professional events announced 
yesterday. Of the 16 major pro¬ 
fessional events to be played in 
the United Kingdom next season. 
13 will get television coverage. This 
compares with 10 last year and six 
in 1973, when doubts began to 
be expressed about tbe suitability 
of the game for the TV screen. 

Ken Schofield, secretary of the 
European Tournament Players 
Division, was in buoyant mood 
Yesterday, and it was not only 
because of an increase in prize 
money, which over the years has 
come to be considered as auto¬ 
matic, but because strong TV sup¬ 
port is a vital consideration m 
attracting sponsors- Not even 
the general economic gloom dis¬ 
mayed him because he believes 
that interest is running strong, 
with a Briton heading the order 
of merit and a European as Open 
champion. Strong weekend TV 
coverage, with pro-ams supporting 
major tournaments, and com¬ 
munity or multi-sponsorship are 
tbe planks on which his confi¬ 
dence is based. 

The concentration of events in 
southern England during the 
second half of the season is 
emphasized by the fact that onJy 
one of the 16 home events is 
scheduled for Scotland. That rs 
the Open, the biggest oE the lot. 


but it is a situation the ETPD 
might not be happy about in a 
year when the Open venue was 
an English one- With a Scottish 
tour which, with pro-ams, is now 
reported to be building up to 
£ 110 , 000 , this is a lack which will 
be felt more by the golfing public 
than by the Scottish professionals.

Last week Tom Lives, 
produced by the Order of Christian 
Unity, catalogued the predictably 
dismal effects of divorce and its 
aftermath on children. 

After intensive lobbying by the 
Campaign for Justice in Divorce, an 
all party committee of MPs is to 
press the Lord Chancellor for an 
inquiry into the present system. Its 
chairman is Mr Leo Abse, who, it 
may be remembered, played a 
prominent part in shaping the 1969 
Divorce Reform Act, the basis of 
our present system.

More hopeful future for diabetics 


Asked ii there is a cure for diabetes, n 
most people would answer “ insulin ”

Diabetics who develop the disease ut 
childhood or their teens face die near 
cextaintv Of eventual damage to their 
eyes, kidneys and other organs from 
the effect of the disease on the small 
blood vessels thronghont the body. 
Ksart attacks, strokes, and circulatory 
disorders in the legs are aH more com¬ 
mon in diabetics than the rest of the 
population. Though these complica¬ 
tions are usually less^ severe when dic¬ 
tates develops later in life, they have 
been an unavoidable feature of the 
disease since the introduction of insulin 
37 years ago. _

When two Greeks meet, it is 
said, they set up a restaurant. 

Hiding behind the same over¬ 
simplification, it is a safe bet 
that when a new intake of Con¬ 
servatives arrive in Parliament 
they form dining dubs, if only 
to give themselves moral sup* 
port as they unravel the mys¬ 
teries of the place. 

Ir has happened on this 
occasion under the new Con¬ 
servative administration, but in 
a way which could have im¬ 
portant political implications. 

Though die Government came 
to power on a free market, 
non-interventionist, monetarist 
platform, the majority of the 
new backbenchers are not, as 
one of diem put it, Foujadist 
to a man. 

With the Parliamentary 
Christmas recess beginning this 
week it seems an appropriate 
occasion to take stock and 
examine the performance of 
the new backbenchers and what 
they have been up to, including 
what takes place inside the 
“ Blue Chip ” and “ Guy 
Fawkes ” dining clubs. 

More than 80 new Tones 
were elected at the general 
election this year and by 
general agreement, and to some 
surprise, the majority are in 
the centre or to the left of mentary 
Government policy. There is - i 
probably a sound basic reason 
for this. Many of them entered 
die political nursery in the 
middle-Sixties when Mr Heath 
was Leader of the party and 
cur their teeth, either as party 
backroom boys, or members of 
the Young Conservatives and 
the Federation of Conservative 
Students on Heathite policies. 

This is not to say they are 
anti-Thatcher—the loyalty to a 
party leader inside the Con¬ 
servative Party knows no 
bounds—but on some issues, 
and it is a matter for indivi¬ 
duals, there is going to come a 
time when the; will pose 
counter arguments. 

It has happened already over 
immig ration, when originally 
the promised abstentions were 
as high as nearly 40, not all of 
them, admittedly, being new 
members. As one of the new in¬ 
take described it: “When the 
whips heard about it their 
operation was amazing. You 
could almost hear the crunch 
of heavy boots on gravel. X 
never expected to experience 
such an arm-twisting exercise 
The number was whittled down 
to 19, though Mr John Watson, 
the new MP for Skipron, a

He has never checked his 
figures with the whips for the 
simple reason that he has not 
exactly struck up a rapport 
with the party's business 
managers since he came to 
Parliament.

Waddingron, the games manu¬ 
facturer, Mr Watson, as in¬ 
dependent minded as any of 
the new intake, has committed 
the ultimate sin of compiling 
his own lists. There is a joke 
among hi s colleagues that for 
this reason he was put on the 
Scottish Grand Committee, 
which, for an English MP, is 
the equivalent of being sent to 
Siberia. 

The candidates association, 
or more accurately, the parlia¬ 
mentary list of prospective can¬ 
didates compiled by the Conser¬ 
vative Cennui Office, is another 
clue to understanding the make¬ 
up of the new intake. Many of 
the liberal-minded MPs, particu¬ 
larly on social issues, were 
selected when Sir William 
Elliott was vice-chairman of the 
party and in charge of selec¬ 
tion. 

While a person in that posit¬ 
ion cannot thrust a candidate 
upon a constituency party, he 
can block an aspirant by refus¬ 
ing to put him on the list. Two 
who suffered that fate because 
of their right-wing views under 
Sir William, though they were 
subsequently successful and are 
part of the new intake, are John 


Carlisle (Luton West) and 
Harvey Proctor (Basildon). 

Sir William used to keep in 
the bottom drawer of his desk 
in Central Office a private list 
of those who he thought were 
potential high-flyers provided 
they could get a seat. Among 
them were: William Walde- ■ 
grave (Bristol West), a former 
member of the Downing Street 


soaal assistant to Mr Heath 
when Prime Minister, and 
Christopher Patten (Badi), a. 
former personal assistant to 
Lord Carrington when he was 
party chairman and later a 
much-praised head of the 
party’s research department. 

They are old friends and both 
are founder members of the 
** Blue Chip ” Club which dines 
every other Thursday night at 
te Westminster home of new 
Watford MP Tristan Garel- 
Jones, a former personal assis¬ 
tant to Lord Thomeycroft, the 
present party chairman. There 
are 12 of them in all, and they 
get the name n blue chip ” be¬ 
cause of the intellectual quality 
that sits around the table. 

They are not rebels but they 
would find it hard to deny that 
some of' their conversation 
borders on heresy when they 
'discuss economic problems 
facing the Government. Some 
of them like Christopher 
Patten, believe that an incomes 
policy will have to become part 
of the economic strategy, 
whereas his namesake, John 
Patten (Oxford) is thinking 
along lines of import controls 
and protectionism. 


Their arguments, and- they 
can he heard outside the- group 
in private discussions, is that 
monetarist policies are • not 
sufficient in themselves to 
solve the - economic problems. 
The group’s aim is to prevent 
the Government, to mix meta¬ 
phors, getting on tramlines and 
ending op with a b u nk er 
mentality. The protectionists, 
'who in"- some ways could be one 
step farther .in advan ce of 
incomes policy __ adherents^ 
believe rimt selective import 
controls may become essential 
in order to halt the degenera¬ 
tion of British industry. 

So far the group has not 
invited guests, hut they .are 
considering it as a development 

for the new year, and one of 

the names being suggested, a 
plague on the free-market 

economy, is Mr .Wynne Godley, 
director of the Department or 
Applied Economics at Cam¬ 
bridge University,. who has 
been preaching protectionism, 
throughout most of ' the 
Seventies. The aim is not to be 
converted but to explore and 
examine his economic theories. 

John Watson, inevitably, is 
the indirect link between the 
“Blue Chips” and the “Guy 
Fawkes ” dining dub, which 
also meats fortnightly but in 
ifae Commons. He is a m em b er 
of both. They were given the 
tide because their first meeting 
occurred on November 5 and 
was essentially about the Gov¬ 
ernment’s immigration White 

*800 of the members is 
Stephen Dorrell (Loughbor¬ 
ough), an articulate, intense 
but not humourless, energetic 
newcomer who earned himself 
a reputation by his speech dur¬ 
ing the immigration debate. 

All of them have been active 
since they entered Parliament, 
their one great achievement 
being the coup they scored over 
the right when it came to elect¬ 
ing officers to the Tory back¬ 
bench committees. Their only 
failure was on the finance mid 
economic committee, which 
came first in the round of elec¬ 
tions. “We learnt from that”, 
said one of them, “ and we have 
learnt a damn sight more 
since the immigration vote. We 
now know we most stick 
together the next timp we run 
up against the whips”. 

When the next tune, occurs 
no one yet knows, but it could 
come early in die New Year.

After a few false alarms in the 
mid-1970s. Britain’s book pub¬ 
lishers, whose turnover last 
year exceeded £52fim are fac¬ 
ing real difficulties. 

“ It’s the tightest situation 
since the war , said Mr Tim 
Rix, chief executive of the 
Longman publishing group. 
“ For the first time we have a 
combination of inflation with a 
strengthening pound. The 
exchange rate has ceased to 
act as a corrective mechanism. 
If we move prices in line with 
inflation, we cease to be compe¬ 
titive overseas.” With exports 
accounting for 41 per cent of 
the industry's turnover, the 
loss of overseas markets could 
be disastrous for some firms. 

The toughest competition is 
coming, inevitably, from the 
United States: the pound, has 
gone up, making British im¬ 
ports dearer; the dollar down. 


making United States exports 
cheaper; and inflation _ is 
slightly lower -m the United 
States. 

“Precisely the same product 
is being offered by the Ameri¬ 
cans, often at wnrryingly lower 
prices ”, said Mr Charles Clark, 
managing director of the Hut¬ 
chinson publishing group and 
chairman of the new Book 
Marketing Council. “And they 
have an enormously much 
larger home ■ market over 
which to spread their costs.” 

It is symptomatic that, dis¬ 
counting inflation, exports of 
British bocks fell by just over 
3 per cent in the second 
quarter of this year against the 
some period last year. Exports 
to the United States and 
Canada were some 15 per cent 
down in real terms. The Afri¬ 
can market, important for edu¬ 
cational books, was also weak. 




Just remember 


The fall in the value of lie 
dollar has drawn attention to 
one of the major components 
of higher production, costs in 
the United Kingdom, namely 
printing. Typically the cost of 
printing represents 20 to 25 
per cent of the retail price of 
a book (the bookseller usually 
keeping a- further 30 per cent). 
Since the last wage increase in 
April, printing costs have gone 
up by some 20 per cent; 
according to Mr Clive Bradley, 
chief executive of the Pub¬ 
lishers’ Association. 

’ Several' leading publishers 
(of bound or “cased” books, 
as opposed to paperbacks) 
assured me that British 
printers were “ in danger of 
pricing themselves- our of the 
market”. Even Mr Stuart Hen¬ 
derson, commercial director of 
the British Printing Industries 
Federation, conceded: “ The 
present inflation rate is clearly 
drawing us away from our 
West European and American 
competition ”. 

It is not that the big British 
book-printing firms are over¬ 
manned or technologically 
backward. Some are among the 
most modern in the world. Bat 
for certain types of long-run 
monochrome work, the Ameri¬ 
cans are now able to quote 
prices up to 30 per cent 
cheaper: thanks, it seems, to a 
combination of currency _ fac¬ 
tors, higher productivity, 
economies of scale, and

cheaper (because local) paper. 
Italy and Spain remain com¬ 
petitive for colour work. 

Big British firms strong on 
school and academic bo oks, 
like Longman and Macmillan, 
have always printed a subaan- 
tial amoun t m the Far East, 
where lower .wage rate s an d 
good productivity a re a ttrac¬ 
tive, along with proximity to 
important jusuiuBfs. Macmillan’s 
own a typesetting firm in Ban¬ 
galore, India, and fly negatives 
of the text for prating m 
Hongkong or England. Mr 
John Peacock, the group’s 
production director. . reckons 
the proportion of their books 
printed overseas has increased 
from 20 to 40 per cent in the 
post five years. 

Increasingly, he says, bools 
with a strong American end 
are being entirely printed in 
the United States, wi* a pro¬ 
portion of the print run 


bought for the United King¬ 
dom. Even some books with no 
United States market are being 
primed there. 

One large in trouble, 

Co Bins, is also notable for hav¬ 
ing a large, modern printing 
works in Glasgow, used for sta¬ 
tionery and diaries as.wefl. as 
books, b ihte s and dictionaries. 
“*We just couldn’t have done 
out very. successful . sew 
Engish dictionary mt aa econo¬ 
mic price (£7.95) if we had 
done it in the United King¬ 
dom ”, says Mr Marie CoUins. 
managing director of Collins's 
book publishing c omp a n y, now 
separated from the stsnufac- 
turing side. Instead it was 
printed in the United States. 

In September C olfi n s 
reported a colossal swing into

In the past five years Nor- 
j way has undergone a change 
; from professional optimism 
to almost cynical pessimism 
where oil is concerned. 

Today a mood of realism 
and practicality prevails 
coupled with cautious opti¬ 
mism for the 1980s. The 
lessons have been hard: 
rapid inflation, one of the 
largest foreign debt ratios in 
the world, and one of the 
highest unit labour costs. 

But now the scene is chang¬ 
ing and the Government 
does seem to be getting its 
oil sums correct. 

Production is about 40 
million tonnes a year and 
the Royal Norwegian Petro¬ 
leum Directorate expects 
this to rise to ,50 million 
tonnes of oil equivalent foil 
and gas) by the end of next 
year, which will be one of 
the most crucial in the 
country’s oil development 
programme.

The pa*t rear has seen some 
dramatic ‘ changes - in - the 
political and economic for¬ 
tunes of the five Nordic 
countries....

The Nonvegian. export in¬ 
dustry has improved its 
profitability during 1979, 
assisted by a wage freeze 
begun in September 1978 
and also as a result of the 
devaluations in 1977 and 
1978. The stock of - export 
goods which increased more 
than normally in 1975-77 
because o£ the Government’s 
counter-cyclical policy, has 
been reduced by more than 
40 per cent, and expectations 
are that it will remain low 
for the next three months. 

Production for export (in¬ 
cluding petroleum) increased 
by 11.5 per cent for January- 
September. Seasonally adjus¬ 
ted indices for Juiy-Seprem- 
ber, excluding ' petroleum, 
show an increase in in¬ 
dustrial production for 
export oF 3 per cent more 
than rhe previous quarters. 

Export prices increased by 
11 per cent more during the 
first six months of 1979 than 
during the corresponding 
period in 1978, while import 
prices rose by 7 . per cent 
thus improving the terms of 
trade by 4 per cent on tradt 
tional goods. 

The average wage for men 
and women in the manufac¬ 
turing industries increased 
by 4.9 per cent in the first 
six montlfs in relation to the 
corresponding period »n 1978, 

but eosis to the industry in¬ 
creased by 7.4 per cent be¬ 
cause of new regulations for 
sickness benefits and 'so on, 
together with a productivity 
increase of 5.2 per cent. This 
resulted in an increase m

wage costs. However, ir is 
expected that the final result 
for the year may. be. some¬ 
what lower. Tf this- is so,, 
Norway’s competitive ability 
will be improved by 9 to 10 
per cent in 1979. 

Production for consiunp- 
tion showed a modest in¬ 
crease of L7 per cent in the 
January-September period. 
Most of the growth occurred 
in the third quarter and 
there ore ' indications tfcSat 
these growth tendencies are 
continuing into the fourth 
quarter. Retail trade volume 
was nearly 2 per cent lessin 
the January-July period with 
furniture and appliances 
proving sluggish, and car de¬ 
mands increasing steeply to¬ 
wards the end of the period.. 

Production of investment 
goods has declined by 3 per 
cent in the January _to Sep¬ 
tember period. This must 
be seen in conjunction with 
die low level of investments 
planned by industry in 1979. 
Performed investments were 
less aihan expected to August 
and a moderate growth is 
expected to take place 'dur¬ 
ing the latter part of 1979. 

Hie metal mining industry 
is benefiting from the higher 
international prices, and 
production volume is up 
10 per cent on the January 
to September period com¬ 
pared to 1978. A substantial 
part of the increase came in 
the third quarter. Including 
oii and gas, the total raining 
index shows a 20 per cent,

In particular “royalty oil”, 
which is paid by the operat¬ 
ing companies to the state in 
place of cash, is now. the 
subject of much controversy 
between tile Labour party 
and the opposition groups. 

Difficulties like this and 
constantly varying estimates 
as to revenues and produc¬ 
tions make the struggle to 
maintain employment and 
create new jobs an unenvi¬ 
able task for any govern¬ 
ment. Because of this it 
was conditional, in the- 
fourth round of concessions 
lost April that oil com¬ 
panies receiving Hcences 
should guarantee to estab¬ 
lish . some kind of shore- 
based operation which would 
create new jobs. This “job 
creation ” proviso applied to

What makes Haugesund 
interesting is that it is a 
, town that - refuses to lie 
down, and be by-passed by 
the oil business. It feels that 
more government direction 
should have been applied to 
the oil companies to move 
away from Stavanger much 
earlier. More than 100,000 
people live in the county of 
Rogoland, of winch Hauge¬ 
sund is the natural centre. 
It has a population of about 
28,000 and its main liveli¬ 
hood which .was traditionally 
derived from fishing, has 
been from the nine main 
shipyards in the area, three 
of which are located in the 
city itself.. \ 

But. shipbuilding activity 
Tell drastically last year and 
the largest yard in the dty. 


Haugesund Mekaniske Vert- 
sted, had to reduce its 
labour force to 1,000. The 
yard has now won a contract 
for a 300m kroner - coast¬ 
guard vessel as well as a 
small tanker conversion 
which will enable laid-orf 
workers to return to the 
yard with the possibility of 
new men being taken on 
besides. 


Five of the world's largest 
Ing tankers laid up in 
Haugesund harbour. 


This old-established yard 
recently opened one of the 
largest dry dorks in Europe, 
certainly in the North Sea 
area. It has a capacity for 
vessels of up to 150,000 tons- 
Its overall length is 283 
metres by 4G metres wide 
with a maximum draught 
capacity -of 8.5 metres. This 
dock has proved invaluable 
since its completion a year 


ago and has been in constant 
demand The dock and har¬ 
bour are only just over two 
miles from the open sea, a 
substantial advantage over 
Stavasiger and Bergen. 

One of The leaders in 
planning the future develop¬ 
ment of the chy has been 
the harbour-master who saw 
himself as a latter day Pied 
Piper of Haugesund leading 
a procession of slow-moving 
oil rigs and platforms tn the 
port for servicing and 
repairs, besides all the other 
business that goes with the 
oil activity. 

Norwegians are notori 
ously dour in their approach 


but Mr Odd Michael Odland, 
and his assistant, Mr Trygve- 
Bjernerem, are two excep¬ 
tions. The harbour-master 
convinced the town authori¬ 
ties that it bad to spend 
money to attract more oil 
business and it has now al¬ 
most completed a £2.3m off¬ 
shore deepwater base on a 
small island ffnked to the 
city by a narrow causeway. 
This has an area of 25,000 
sq metres and offers a deep- 
sea quay of 160 metres, with 
a depth of 50ft, and longer 
quay of 230 metres with a 
depth of 22ft. 

The quaysides are ex¬ 
tremely strong, enabling 
large prefabricated modules 
of a type used on oiUirilling 
and production platforms to 
be handled. The town hopes 
that the new facilities will 
attract widespread interest. 
Already a leading drilling 
contractor and supplier is 
expected to establish its base 
in the port. 

Perhaps one of Mr 
Odland’s most enterprising 
moves since be came to the 
chy some six years ago, was 
to turn the decline in world 
shipping to his advantage. 
South ctf the Garpeskjaer, the 
old part of the port, is the 
historically interesting bay of 
Bovagen. This small, almost 
landlocked bay whh a sandy 
bottom is overlooked by an 
ancient church, St Olay's, 
founded by King Haakon in 
about 1250. Surrounding the 
church are many old ship 
burials from the Viking and 
previous eras. The Romans 
also came there. 

Today, only a hundred 
metres or so from the | 
church, huge gas tankers of 
up to 250,000 tons He at I 
anchor, laid up because of 
the decline in demand. These 
vessels need safe harbours, 
protected from the wind, 
because when in ballast their i 
towering topsides present a 
tremendous area of steel 
which acts as a ** sail ” when 
exposed to the wind. Anchor¬ 
ages such as Bovagen are 
bard to find. 

Mr Odland who has now 
left his job with the port 
authority and is working for 
the Norwegian central port 
directorate, travelled to many 
countries, from Algeria to 
Indonesia, to persuade ship 
owners to bring their vessels 
to Haugesund for lay-up 
where they bring in up to 
£lm a year in mooring fees. 


At ivse time there were five 
of the world’s largest bg 
carriers moored together 
representing the greatest in¬ 
sured value of shipping at 
any one place. 

Today there is oidv one 
ship and that came straight 
from the maker’s yard and 
has never been in commis¬ 
sion. It is hoped that five 
more log carriers might be 
joining it from the Far East 
in the not too distant future. 

Although there are still 
some employment difficulties 
in Haugesund there is a will 
to survive and the town is 
more liberal in its attitude 
to the outside world than 
some of the “ valley ” towns.

This programme, which is 
scheduled to be completed 
by 1983, has led to a great: 
deal of adverse comment 
from the private sector and 
from . industrial . organiza¬ 
tions. They daim .that these 
excessive measures, coupled 
with high production costs, 
are in along Norwegian in¬ 
dustrial goods uncompetitive 
on the world marker. 

Important new factors in 
the environmental debate 
are oil exploration and drill¬ 
ing north of 62‘N and the 
controversial question of 
hydroelectric developments 
in some beauty spots in the 
northernmost parts of the 
country, some of which are 
important reindeer, grazing 
grounds. ' 

Whichever way yon look 
at it, pollution is a sensitive 
question. One of the big 
issues is the effect of acid 
rain which is atiwly ruining 
the soil. This has little cal¬ 
cium to absorb the add, and 
damage is being. caused to 
fresh water streams and 
fishing. 

The add comes mainly 
from the heavy industries in 
central Europe and Britain. 
A. conference was held in 
Telemark in 1976 about the 
problems, in which 20 coun¬ 
tries—among them Britain 
and six inter-governmental 
organizations^-partiripated. 

The objective of the con¬ 
ference was primarily to 
discuss international re¬ 
search into the effect of pre¬ 
cipitation and the deposition 
of sulphur compounds on 
forest and fresh water eco¬ 
systems. The effects of 
sulphur dioxide. on human 
health were also discussed. 

The issue remains that 
the increasing acidity of the 
“ sour downpour ” has had a 
striking effect on chemical 
and biological conditions in 
fresh-water systems, particu¬ 
larly in the southern part 
of Norway. This part of the 
country consists mainly of 
subterranean bedrock that is 
highly resistant to chemical 
weathering.

combat, air pollution ", Mr 
Rolf Hansen, Minister of the 
Environment,' says. 

“ From statements made 
by various countries at the 
conference there is every 
reason to assume, that prac¬ 
tical and concrete work pro¬ 
grammes will be submitted 
when the parties' meat early- 
next year to discuss the 
follow-up.*’ 

Pollution is not only a 
problem as far- as air preci¬ 
pitation or oil is concerned. 
Like many other countries 
Norway is tiding to protect, 
its natural environment Al¬ 
though the country still gets 
almost 100 per cent of-its 
electricity from hydro¬ 
electric sources these still 
pollute streams ancf rivers, 
even though aydroelecrric 
power is one of the cl sanest 
sources of energy. - 

Last year the Storting 
(Parliament) debated the 
question of whether to allow 
two hydroelectric power 
plants to be constructed 
which would have effected 
the river systems on the 
ffardangervidda mountain 
plateau. This is a particu¬ 
larly beautiful area with two 
waterfalls and many rein¬ 
deer. 

Recently the parliamentary 7 
report concerting the Hard- 
angervidda was discussed in 
the Stoning. The ; Govern¬ 
ment's proposal to establish 
a national park and a land¬ 
scape protection area on 
the - Hard ang ervi dda was 
approved. The issue was 
submitted to the Storting 
because of the special in¬ 
terest in, and scope of, the 
proposal 

Last year the . Storting 
voted by 90 against 36 votes 
to construct a new hydro¬ 
electric power plant at the 
Alta Canyon in Finmark, 
Norway’s northernmost 
county. Last October the 
Government decided to post¬ 
pone this highly controver¬ 
sial hydro-power develop¬ 
ment. The decision was 
made after the Government 
had received iv^ent appeals 
from the opposition parties 
in the Storting and also be¬ 
cause dashes of interest 
between the developers and 
the conservationists had be¬ 
come more and more 
marked. 

The climax of the conflict 
was reached in October when 
seven Lapps (the original 
inhabitants of Finmark, 
which is a very important 
reindeer grazing district to 
them) put up a tern outside 
the Storting and started a 
hunger strike in protest 
against the development 
work. At about the same 
time the Prime Minister 
received 10,700 telegrams 
from all pans of the 
country. 

“Most of than bad similar 
texts, supporting the claims 
of the Lapps but not 
explicitly against the 
development plan for the. 
Alta river. The present 
status of the Alta issue is 
that the Government in the 
near future will submit a 
report to the Storting on 
what has happened on the 
implementation of the deci¬ 
sion made by the Storting 
concerning the development 
of the Alta river. It may be 
expected chat the review, of 
this report by the Storting 
will be a new debate also 
about the realities of tbe 
issue itself”, the Minister of 
the Environment says. 

However, a spokesman 
from the Norwegian Federa¬ 
tion of Industry said: 44 We 
must have more hydroelec¬ 
tric power plants but chat is 
not enough in the long -run. 
Within 10 years there ought 
to be alternative sources of. 
energy because hydro power 
will no longer be sufficient. 

“The present situation of 
uncertainty about nuclear 
power plants is intolerable. 
The Government has decided 
to deep-freeze the debate and 
the mass media are backing 
this policy. The industrial 
sector believes that nuclear 
power is to be' preferred to 
coal or oil and. the question 
ought to be debated soon.” 

The minority Government, 
however, has stated that dur¬ 
ing tile 1978-81 period no 
planning or bmlding of 
nuclear power plants is 
envisaged.

Grants for legal training 

From the Chairman of the Bar and 
the President of the Law Society 
Sir, We wish to support strongly, 
on behalf of bath branches of the 
legal profession, the plea made fa 
these columns on Monday (Decem¬ 
ber 10) by Mr Oliver and Professor 
Smith for the extension of local 
authority grants to all students who 
need them for their legal vocational 
training. 

Those able students who them¬ 
selves or whose parents have not 
the means to finance this training 
should not be excluded from entry 
to the profession. That most needy 
intending students do prese ntly re - 
ceive discretionary grants simply 
. makes the plight of the minority 
who do not more unjust. The Royal 
Commission on Legal Services 
strongly recommended mandatory 
grants should be available. 

The present Education Bill fol¬ 
lows in general pattern one pre¬ 
sented by Mrs Shirley 'Williams, 
but not enacted, in 1978. The 
earlier BS1 contained a clause 
enabling the Minister by Regula¬ 
tions' to provide for mandatory 
grants in five categories of cases. 
Vocational training leading to pro¬ 
fessional ' qualifications was the 
fifth, For some reason this fifth 
category has been cut out of the 
present Bill. Since it does not 
immediately disburse money but 
only gives powers to the Minister 
to do so if he drinks fit. it is bard 
to see why it should be deleted. 
During the debate on Mrs Williams's 
BiH, Mr Mark Carlisle strongly 
welcomed the inclusion of voca¬ 
tional training in this '.clause and 
we earnestly urge ■ him to restore 
it to his present Bill.

Revenue powers of search and entry Taking action

From Mr M. M. Watson 
Sir, Discussion of energy policy 
continues to exhibit a serious 
omission, exemplified by a recent 
Europe statement {The Times. 
December 4) by the EEC Energy 
Commissioner. While there is con¬ 
cern for economies of oil, there is 
little consideration of conservation. 
Yet by conservation, energy con¬ 
sumption can be restrained without 
dintindshine economic grov.-th. 

The fallacy is to believe that 
energy consumption truest keep pace 
with, or even outstrip, economic 
growth. Official policy assumes, 
crudely, that supply h&s to match 
unregulated demand, whkb is tied 
rigidly to economic growth. Con¬ 
sumption rates are simply extra¬ 
polated forward. A conservation 
policy focuses on controlling de¬ 
mand rather than supply, through 
the efficient use of energy. 

Efficient energy use caUs for a 
massive programme of insulation 
and waste recuperation (both very 
beneficial for employment), but 
above all for the matching of energy’ 
sources to their appropriate end- 
uses. A major example here is the 
elimination of elect ri c it y for heat¬ 
ing, for which it is inefficient. 

A recent study. Energy Future, 
by a Harvard Business School team 
should be required reading for 
policy makers. It opts decisively for 
conservation (plus small solar tech¬ 
nologies) as the most sensible 
strategy, financially, economically 
and politically. As growth of energy 
demand has already slackened more 
than economic growth, only an ir¬ 
rational infatuation with nuclear 
' power politics—the Thatcher 
Syndrome ?—can lead to priority 
for stepping up supply rather than 
pursuit of overall energy efficiency 
to' restrain demand.

Sir. The decision by the Law Lords 
to overturn the judgment of the 
Court of Appeal wirh regard to the 
Inland Revenue’s rights of search 
and'. entry, raises serious issues. 
Lord Wilberforce, in the course of 
giving judgment for the Revenue, 
said that the defendants “had not 
been nrid wfaat the precise nature 
of the fraud was, when it had been 
committed, or by whom ir had been 
committed. In rbe case of a bank, 
without that knowledge. the 
occupier of the premises was totally 
unable to protect his customers 
confidential information from in¬ 
vestigation and seizure.” His Lord- 
ship could not believe that that did 
not call for a fresh look by Parlia¬ 
ment. 

But Parliament’s role in this 
matter has been ambivalent to say 
the least. When these powers were 
originally introduced bv the last 
Conservative Government in rela¬ 
tion to VAT, they were opposed by 
the Labour Coposition and by two 
Conservative MPs._ The Opposition 
was strongly fomSed at that time 
by letters to your newspaper from 
me President of the Law Society 
and rbe Chairman of the Bar 
Council, protesting vigorously 
against the nature of these powers. 
But when the Labour Party took 
office, it introduced the same 
measures on behalf of the Inland 
Revenue as it had itself opposed fa 
relation to Customs and Excise. For 
its part, the Conservative Party in 
opposition opposed the measures 
which it had formerly supported. 

Tile norition therefore is that 
every MP, Conservative and Labour, 
with now hut one exception, who 
served in the House between 1970 
and 1979. voted both for these 
powers and against them. 

It seems to me that rhis is a pro¬ 
foundly unsatisfactory base to found 
a law which confers upon the 
Revenue powers to break into a 
man’s home and take what paoers 
it likes without saying either then, 
or months later, what is the nmure 
of the supposed offence. 


Charter 77 appeals 

From Professor Frantisek Janouch 
Sir, On December 20 the Supreme 
Court of the Czech Socialist 
F.epublic will hear the appeal in 
the case of Mr Petr Uhl and five 
other Charter 77 signatories and 
active members of the Co mmi ttee 
for the Defence of the Unjustly 
Persecuted (VONS) who bad pre¬ 
viously been sentenced to terms of 
imprisonment of up to five years. 

One of the fundamental principles 
of the Czechoslovak judicial 
system is that proceedings take 
place in public (Article 103 of the 
Czechoslovak Constitution). VONS 
activities consist of collecting and 
publicizing information about 
police persecution and verdicts 
which, in the committee’s view, 
infringe Czechoslovak laws or are 
unjust. According to the Czechos¬ 
lovak Criminal Code, such activities 
cannot be the basis of any criminal 
offence. 

Moreover, the activities of the 
accused were in full accord with 
the right to petition guaranteed by 
Article 29 of the Czechoslovak 
Constitution. This provision gives 
the right to individual citizens or 
groups of citizens to express theic 
opinio as and tender submissions to 
the authorities. Nothing in Czechos¬ 
lovak legislation prevents petitions 
from being made public. 

The Prague trial also dealt with 
and condemned the financial assis¬ 
tance provided to victims of 
political and police persecution by 
solidarity committees abroad.

Advice on social services 

From Professor R. A. Pinker and 
others 

Sir, We are writing to you as 
teachers and researchers in the 
field of social policy to express our 
deep concern and dismay at the 
recent decision of the Secretary of 
State for Social Services to close the 
Personal Social Services Council 
(PSSC). Ttfe Council was set up in 
1973, by a Conservative administra¬ 
tion, to advise Ministers on the 
policy issues affecting the whole 
range of personal social services, 
and to keep under review the 
interests of the users of these ser¬ 
vices, many of whom are children at 
risk, elderly and handicapped 
people and other disadvantaged 
groups. 

The work of the Council Is 
unique. It provides a forum for con¬ 
sultation and debate between central 
and local government and the volun¬ 
tary sector on matters of general 
policy affecting a whole spectrum of 
welfare need. It has already carried 
out valuable research on aspects of 
welfare policy concerned will? the 
quality and efficiency of the per¬ 
sonal social services. 

In default of a body like the 
PSSC, the future ordering of welfare 
priorities is more likely to be car¬ 
ried out on a piecemeal basis, lead¬ 
ing to replication and waste of 
resources. In times of economic 
stringency it becomes all. the more 
vital that decision malting about 
priorities at every level is informed 
by up-to-date research findings.

Glaciology: Antarctic records 


By the Staff of Nature 
A core of ice, recently drilled in 
Antarctica, contains chemical 
irregularities which could have re¬ 
sulted from the explosions of dis¬ 
tant stars during the past thousand 
vears. If that is the case, the find 
has important implications for 
disciplines as diverse as atmos¬ 
pheric chemistry, glaciology and 
astronomy. 

As layers of ice are deposited 
progressively, year by year, In the 
polar regions of the earth, an his- 
! torical record of environmental 
conditions gradually accumulates. 
I The record develops because the 
freshly laid ice contains small 
quantities of chemicals representa¬ 
tive of the contemporary atmos¬ 
pheric composition. By extracting 
1 a core of ice several tens of metres

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The scientists point out that 
three of those are closely coinci¬ 
dent with historically recorded 
snpernovae, while the other, from 
the fourteenth century, corre¬ 
sponds with a period when astro¬ 
nomical records were less 
thoroughly maintained. The dis¬ 
covery therefore implies that dis¬ 
tant super novae directly influenced 
the Earth's atmospheric processes. 

There is a good theoretical 
scientific basis for a Unk between 
snpernovae and changes in the 
Earth’s atmosphere- A supernova 
is a star in which the normal 
nuclear reactions have run amok, 
ejecting vast quantities of matter 
and radiation at explosive rates. 
Those events are rare but It has 
long been realized that, were such 
such an outburst to occur within 
oar neighbourhood of the galaxy, 
the intense radiations could signi¬ 
ficantly affect our atmosphere. 

Indeed, some astronomers have 
suggested that, in the distant past, 
a supernova nearby could have 
destroyed the Earth’s ozone 
layer; the end of the dinosaur 
era has been speculatively attri¬ 
buted to the adverse climatic 
aftermath of such an event. 

The supernovae recorded over 
the past thousand years have an 
been too distant io cause such dras¬ 
tic effects. However, the intensities 
of X-rays and gamma rays pro- 
paced by a supernova are so great 
that even a very distant explosion 


could have influenced processes 
in the upper atmosphere. 

Large-scale'circulation and rain¬ 
fall would have transferred 
chemicals from tire upper atmo¬ 
sphere to ground level to be Incor¬ 
porated subsequently into the ice, 
thereby recording the atmospheric 
variations. 

From current knowledge of 
atmospheric chemistry it should 
even be possible to use the ice 
records to deduce the radiative 
characteristics, and therefore .the 
physical processes, of supernova 
explosions. 

. The authors point out . that, 
according to their ideas, the 
brightest supernova recorded would 
have produced a significant in¬ 
crease in the concentration of. 
atmospheric tti traces. That explo¬ 
sion was observed in AD 1006 ; If 
the scientists are correct in their 
hypothesis, an ice core dating- 
back' to that period should 
display a very large peak of 
id traces at the corresponding 
depth. 

Perhaps it is seasonally appro¬ 
priate to suggest that if they 
could search back yet another 
thousand years or so, they may 
even be able to solve the enigma 
of the Star of Bethlehem.

New Victorians reject austerity

Victorian architects, in reaction 
against the simplicity and 
symmetry of Palladia n ls m and 
neo-classicism, were prepared to 
indulge in almost anything to the 
contrary. Hence Victorian Gothic, 
ltaltanate, Tuscan. Renaissance 
and, eventually, “ Wrenaissance 
Some architects, like Pugin, 
would choose a style on quasi- 
religious grounds. Others merely 
took advanmgc of the new wealth 
and the new stylistic freedom to 
adapt a style that suited. PnriMs 
mtohr debate whether early 


modernism ”—rather grandiose 
terms for a trend in which 
architects are simply once more 
discovering the delight of 
elaborate details, so much so as 
to recall Victorian precedent. 

The male difference, however, 
between the 1840s and the 1970s 
is that the Victorian details were

These days architects have 
been taught different methods of 
keeping water out.

Unit trust charges are to be 
derestricted at midday today. 
The Unit Trust Association, 
after years of campaigning, has 
persuaded the Department of 
Trade that die 20-year-old 
pricing strucrcrre is inadequate. 
In future the £3,80Gm industry 
will be free to decide its own 
level of charges. 

In May this year, the 
new Conservative Government 
showed rhar it was basically in 
favour of relinquishing its 
statutory control of charges, 
so long as certain safeguards 
were maintained. This stance 
contradicted the view of rhe 
Price Commission, which is 
•January had argaed that 
despite its drawbacks, the 


present pricing formula repre¬ 
sented the best compromise. 

The existing level of charges 
is governed by die 1958 Pre¬ 
vention of Fraud 'Act. which 
laid down the presem two-tier 
price structure. Unit trust 
groups were allowed to charge 
a maximum initial fee of 5 per 
cent of the value of units 
bought, with an annual charge 
which with the initial fee, 
could not exceed 13f per cent 
spread over 20 years. 

This meant that if the group 
charged the maximum initial 
fee of 5 per cent, it was 
restricted to an annual manage¬ 
ment charge of 2 per cent, or 
it could charge 3J per cent 
initial and 4 per cent annually. 
In later years, most manage¬ 


ment companies have preferred 
to go for the heavier initial 
charge. placing an undue 
emphasis on new sales. 

In expectation of the new' 
freedom, several unit trust 
groups have been launching 
funds with the proviso that 
managers reserved the right to 
come back to unitholders and 
secure a revised scale of annual 
charges. 

Most managers are expected 
to opt for a doubling in the 
annual charge to i per cent 
from 2 per cent, although the 
annual fee may rise to 1 per 
cent for some specialist funds. 
This is what newcomer Fidelity 
International Management is 
suggesting for its American 
Growth trust.

Japan refuses to boycott Iran goods

The Central Electricity Gen¬ 
erating Board will issue a letter 
of intent early in the New Year 
to the National Nuclear Cor¬ 
poration which will enable the 
company to adopt the Westing- 
house design of Pressurized 
Water Reactor (PWR) in a new 
nuclear power station likely to 
be built at Sizewell in Suffolk. 

Tlus will be one of tbe most 
immediate results of -the 
announcement yesterday by Mr 
David Howell, Secretary of 
State for Energy, that tbe Gov¬ 
ernment aims to move forward 
with a nuclear progr a m m e of 
about 15,000 megawatts over ten 
years from 1982. 

“Subject to obtaining the 
necessary consents and safety 
clearances ”, rhe generating 
board said, “The CEB intends 
to order a PWR as soon as pos¬ 
sible 

Mr Howell's statement that 
the Government believed there, 
must, be continuing nuclear 
power station orders if Britain’s 
Ion E-term energy supplies were 
to he secured and current in¬ 
dustrial uncertainties resolved, 
was welcomed last night both by 
tbe industry and by the CEGB. 

Mr Jim Stewart; chairman of 
the British Nuclear Forum, an 


association of companies in the 
nuclear industry. said: 
“ Readily available supplies of 
cheap electrical energy are im¬ 
portant to the well-being of this 
country, and in recognition of 
this the nuclear industry will 
bend its efforts to securing safe, 
economical and reliable nuclear 
power stations. 

“ Its ability to do so will be 
greatly strengthened by a 
reasonably steady ordering pro¬ 
gramme . 

Tbe CEGB said that nuclear 
power would need to make a 
substantial contribution to fill¬ 
ing the energy gap tbat was 
likely to develop. Additional 
nuclear power now was also 
likely to help contain rises in 
the cost of producing electricity 
tbat would inevitably result 
from higher oil and coal prices. 

On the question of the choice 
between AGR and PWR types 
of power station for the ‘ten- 
year programme, the CEGB 
said it was pleased that the 
Government had reaffirmed a 
commitment to a strategy which 
gave a choice between “two 
proven reactor systems”. 

The board added: “ It is pre¬ 
mature to choose between them, 
and it is not inconceivable that 
there will be a place for both 
for many years ahead’. 

The board would announce

the selection of the site for the 
first PWR shortly, “ so that 
those most directly concerned 
can prepare for die public in¬ 
quiry, which is likely to be in 
1981 ".

Speaking as deputy chairman 
of tbe Nuclear Power Company, 
the operating arm of the 
National Nuclear Corporation. 
Mr Jim Stewart sadd he had 


always considered that the 
PWR was the cheaper system 
of the two now under consider¬ 
ation.

The Central Electricity Gen¬ 
erating Board is close to 
obtaining its first direct stake 
in an overseas uranium deposit. 
The stake, if agreement is 
readied, will be in tbe Ranger 
deposit in Australia. CEGB’s 
move coin rides with forecasts 
of increased uranium demand 
by the United Kingdom elec¬ 
tricity supply industry rfter the 
Government’s announcement of 
its plans to press ahead with, 
building nuclear power 
stations. 

Tbe Ranger deposit, in the 
Northern Territory, is one of 
the country’s major known 
deposits. The Australian gov¬ 
ernment announced yesterday 
that it was to sell its 50 per 
cent interest in Ranger to 
Peko-Wallsend, an Australian 


mining and industrial company. 
Peko already bas 25 per cent, 
with tbe rest in the hands of 
Electrolytic Zinc, another 
Australian company. 

The Australian government’s 
sale will be to a new company. 
Energy Resources Australia, set 
up by Peko to hold its 75 per 
cent of Ranger. The other 25 
per cent in ERA will be divided 
between four Japanese utilities, 
a West German one, and tbe 
CEGB. It is understood that 
the European stake, including 
tbe CEGB’s, will total about 
half the foreign utilities’ inter¬ 
est in Ranger. 

The value of the purchase is 
not known, nor is the price 
offered by Peko to the Aus¬ 
tralian government, except that 
Peko bas offered a premium 


of AS 125m (£62Jim) on execu¬ 
tion of a firm contract. 

Tbe CEGB is also understood 
to be talking to uranium pro* 
ducers in Canada, die United 
States, and Africa about taking 
stakes in their mines. In the 
past the board has relied on 
normal supplier contracts. But 
after, as one source put it, 
“burning its fingers” on sup¬ 
plies from the politically con¬ 
troversial Rossing mine in 
Namibia, the CEGB has looked 
for more secure sources. 

Buying stakes in uranium pro¬ 
ducers brings tbe added benefit 
of profits from the mines. 
Ranger’s progress towards its 
planned output of 2,550 tonnes 
by the end of 1981 was delayed 
when the Australian labour gov¬ 
ernment acquired its 50 per cent 


stake in 1974. The Aboriginal 
Lands Act, designed to nrottcr 
ancestral lands, resulted in pro-. 
tract ed negotiations before 
agreement was reached last year 
to proceed with Ranger. Devel- • 
opment of the deposit was put in 
November at A5314m. 

One of tbe conditions of 
participation by foreign utilities 
is rhat they sign sales contracts-- 
big enough to ensure the mine's” 
financial security as soon as 
production begins.

The hold-up has come 
because ministers have had to 
reopen the decisions embodied 
in the' last roending White 
Paper published at the 
begmnmg of November. This 
was for next year, 1980-81, only. 


It provided for a stabilization 
in the level of spending be¬ 
tween the current financial year 
and next. However the dismal 
prospects for the economy have 
led to a desperate search in 
Whitehall for spending cues 
next year. 

This is taking precedence 
over the work on the spending 
plans for Utter years. Until re¬ 
cently these were thought likely 
to project a fall of 1 per cent a 
year in tbe volume of spending. 

There is some opposition in 
Whitehall to frequent chopping 
and changing of public spend¬ 
ing plans. It is likely that spend¬ 
ing on transfer payments, such 
as Social Security benefits, will 
bear the brunt of the cuts in 
I980-8L It is very late to 
change programmes for spend¬ 
ing on goods and services. 

The next spending White 
Paper will now be published 
very near the time of the Bud¬ 
get. If there is to be a medium- 
term financial plan, which looks 
increasingly mdikely, it will be 
announced at tbe same time.

Pressure on 
Congress to 
speedup 
Chrysler aid 


The United States Congress 
is under intense pressure, before 
ir goes into recess at the end 
of this week, to complete legis¬

Chrysler Corporation. 

Chrysler could go bankrupt 


unless Congress acted swiftly, 
majority leader, said he expec¬ 
ted Congress to approve a rescue 
plan for the ailing car company, 
hut Mr Thomas O'Neill, speaker 
of the House of Representa¬ 
tives, said be was no longer 
confident there was sufficient 
time for Congress to act. 

Mr Lee Iacocca, Ctarysler’s 
chairman, said an additional 
SIQOtn (about £45m) in short¬ 
term financing must be pro¬ 
vided by the Government to 
avoid a cash crisis in mid- 
January. 

If a Chrysler Bill is passed 
this week it may well involve 
roughly 51,200m oE Government 
Joan guarantees contingent 
upon S 2,000m or more of 
unguaranteed bank loans to 
Chrysler and upon a partial 
wage freeze at the company. 


Rhodesia, hit by seven years of debilitat¬ 
ing bush war, is expecting 1980 to be its 
first year of real economic growth since 
1974 The effect of sanctions being lifted 
bv Britain and the United States, however, 
is' likelv lo be slight and gradual. 

Banking analysts in Salisbury foresee a 
rise in the gross domestic product of 15 
to 20 per cent, due in part to a promising 
start to the growing season. This is offset 
by an expected increase in the rare of 
inflation from around 12 per cent at 
present to 14 per cent or more. 

Rhodesia ceased publishing annual 
import and export figures in 1972, when 
imports were running at 29lm Rhodesian 
dollars (£194m) and exports at 340m 
dollars. 

A survey by the Standard Bonk Group 
published in Salisbury estimated that last 
year expons had reached 600m dollars 
while imports stood at about 420m dollars. 

Given greater access to international 
markets by the lifting of the trade 

embargo, earnings from Rhodesia's exports 
—mainly agricultural products and 
minerals should improve some 15 to 20 
per cent. But import costs,. especially in 
the wake of oil price increases, are 
expected to increase by at least 5 per cent. 

Nevertheless, business and banking 
analysts foresee an overall improvement in 
foreign exchange earnings, possibly up to 
as much as 150m .dollars over the next 


year. “ Such an" improvement in foreign 
exchange earnings would almost certainly 
be used to finance increased imports, 
especially of intermediate materials for' 
manufacturing and capital equipment", 
the Standard Bank survey says. 

It also gave a warning that die tight 
import and foreign exchange controls 
imposed because of sanctions “ are likely 
to be a feature of the economic scene for 
the next five years at ibe very least and 
conceivably for a good deal longer". 

A finance ministry spokesman in Salis¬ 
bury said the lifting of the controls would 
be dictated by the balance of payments 
situation. 41 As it improves, they will be 
eased", he added. Starting today the 
government will ease restrictions on the 
amount of money residents can send to ' 
Britain, it was given no set figures, saying . 
each transaction is subject to approval by 
the Reserve Bank. , ./ 

A finance ministry spokesman said it 
was not possible to contemplate freeing 
the millions of dollars in blocked funds

M All pensions, 
dividends, salaries, investments and gifts 
can now be sent to Rhodesia freely”, a 
spokesman -said.

The Council of Engineering 
Institutions, whose role as over¬ 
seer of engineering education 
would be downgraded by the 
Finniston report, has defended 
the present system. 

The CEI stresses in its latest 
survey of engineers, published 
yesterday, that the United King¬ 
dom has a stable and coherent 
professional engineering work¬ 
force and adds: “ The educa¬ 
tional qualifications for both 
chartered and technician engin¬ 
eers are clearly identifiable and 
represent the foundation on 
which the profession is firmly 
established.” 

The CEI maintains the Engin¬ 
eers* Registration Board, which 
would disappear if the Finnis¬ 
ton recommendations are accep¬ 
ted by the Government. The 
report's proposals include the 
formation of a statutory engin¬ 
eering authority and a three-tier 
registration system. 

At a press conference to 
launch the survey, CEI officials 
declined to discuss the Fianj- 
ston report nn the grounds that 
they had not yet received a 
copy. But Mr Bryan Hildrew, 
vice-chairman elect of the CEI 
for 1980-81, said: "Its content 
and effect may not be seen for 
a very long time. It may well 
be a non-event." 

The engineering inquiry, 
chaired by Sir Monty Finnis¬ 
ton, was set up by the last 
Government. Its report, which 
is being studied by Sir Keith 
Joseph, Secretary of State for 
Industry, will not be published

Chemical industry leaders 
have sounded a warning against 
imports from East Europe and 
have pinpointed the risks - of 
compensation and buy-back 
deals. - - - 

Although the growth of East 
European production capacity 
is unlikely to be as great as 
originally feared, CEFIC, the 
European council of chemical 
manufacturers’ federations, says 
that there remains ■ “ poten¬ 
tially dangerous situation " for 
specific products and areas of 
the market. 

Knowledge of East European 
plant expansion plans and of 
domestic demand is limited, but 
recent forecasts suggest that 
imports from Eastern Europe 
could double between 1978 and 
1985. 

CEFIC is sufficiently con¬ 
cerned about the implications 
for the West to have decided 
to make twice-yearly reviews of 
the balance of East-West trade, 
looking closely at .the impact of 
barter, buy-back and compensa¬ 
tion deals. 

Its findings will be reported 
to Directorate General III, the 
iatersal market and industrial 
affairs arm of the European 
Commission. CEFIC members 
have also been advised to keep 
national governments aware of 
rite potential threat posed by 
trade with the East. • 

DG in undertook a prelim¬ 
inary study of trade with East¬ 
ern Europe, and it is under¬ 
stood that a sub-committee of 
CEFIC recently completed its 

[ own review. 

Cheap imports from East 
Europe have caused mowing 
concern among both ■employers , 
and unions iu the EEC chemi-, 
cals industry, especially when 
there Is surplus 'capacity for 
many commodities in the "West. 

This concern has focused on 
the effect of buy-back and com¬ 
pensation deals, by which, for 
'example, whole or part pay¬ 
ment for Western, technology 
and plant-is made in kind.. 

European chemical unions 
recently sought talks with the 
commission on. the threat to 
investment and employment in 
the West. CEFIC believes there 
is 5till scope for expanding 
East-West trade,-but is worried 
that, too often at present, the 
’ form it takes distorts competi¬ 
tion and threatens to disrupt 
markets. 

It argues that cooperation in 
the form of buy-back and ocher 
such deals is advantageous to ; 
Eastern Europe which lacks 
hard currency and wants West-, 
em technology. But it is dis¬ 
advantageous to the West be¬ 
cause it brings on to the marker 
products whose price does not 
reflect either costs or market 
conditions. 

Hie Commission—and member, 
states—are likely to be made 
aware, of the dangers of such 
trade in coming months. Indus¬ 
try leaders are likely to stress 
the need, to ensure that. East 
Europan countries should be 
encouraged, to concentrate ex¬ 
ports on products in line with 
West European market growth. 

They will also, stress the .im¬ 
portance of ensuring that 
Western-aided plant develop¬ 
ments in Eastern Europe match 
expected domestic demand.

a year but the survey shows 
that only after reaching 45 do 


British engineers* earnings 
match other occupations. Engi¬ 
neers have suffered a 10 per 
cent fall in the real value of 
their incomes since tife peak in 
1972-73. 

The survey says that two- 
thirds of chartered engineers 
have a degree or equivalent but 
complex jobs often carry less 
salary than simple jobs. Mr 
Hildrew said that the growth 
of the number of graduates in 
the profession was inevitable 
" and by the time the Finniston 
report is implemented, it will 
be total”. 

The survey also shows thht 
commercial responsibility earns 
engineers over 50 an income 
differential of almost £2,000 a 
year; that onlv 20 per cent of 
ail engineers have a company 
car; that 45 per cent of char¬ 
tered engineers and 57 per cent 
of technician engineers are 
members of a trade union ; that 
70 per cent of all engineers 
work overtime, the larger part 
of it unpaid.

Before Lord Jpstice Stephenson, 
Lord Justice Goff and Lord ustlce 
Evetelgh 

[Judgments delivered Doc 11] 

Where, before the transfer or 
a business,, an employee is dis¬ 
missed before the end of a week 
in which he is employed for more 
than .21 hours or in which his 
relations with the transferor com¬ 
pany are governed by a contract 
of employment which norma]]; 
involves employment for 21 hours 
or more weekly, then, bv rfraie 
of paragraphs 3 and 4 of Schedule 
1 to the Contracts Of Employment 
Act. 1972,- his period of employ¬ 
ment continues until the Saturday 
of that week. Accordingly, if be 
is re-engaged later in the same 
week by the transferee company, 
the continuity of his period of 
employment is not broken by the 
dismissal, and his period of em¬ 
ployment at the time of transfer 
must be regarded as a period of 
employment with the transferee 
within the meaning of paragraph 
9 (21 of the schedule. 

The Court of Appeal so held 
when dismissing on appeal by the 
employers, Teesside Times Lid, 
from the Employment Appeal Tri¬ 
bunal which dismissed their appeal 
against a -finding of an industrial 
tribunal that the employee, Mr 
Daniel Drury, had been unfairly 
dismissed. 

Paragraph 9 f2) of Schedule 1 
provides : “If a trade or busi> 
ness ... is transferred from one 
person to another, the period of 
employment of an employee in 
the trade or bnsiness.... at the 
time of the transfer' shall count 
as a period of employment with 
the transferree, and the transfer 
shall not break the continuity of 
die period of employment." 


Mr Alexander Irvine, QC. and 
Mr Gordon Atkinson for the em¬ 
ployers ; Mr Eldred Tahacbmk for 
Mr Drury. 

LORD JUSTICE STEPHENSON 
said ebat it was the first nme 
that the court had to consider 
what was meant by *' the time, of 
transfer" in paragraph 9 (21. 
Thai was not the only question 
of construction raised by the 
appeal, and it was the interpreta¬ 
tion of other words which deter- 
mined the appeal. 

Continuous employment for a 
period defined by iratute enabled, 
an employee to ciaim compensa¬ 
tion for unfair dismissal, or a 
redundancy payment, and it regu¬ 
lated the quantum of the redun¬ 
dancy . payment. The legislation 
provided protection for employees 
from the breaking of continuity 
of the period of employment by a 
change of employer. Had the tri¬ 
bunal been wrong In deciding that 
Mr Drury cartic within the pro¬ 
tection of paragraph 9\21 and so 
qualified to ciaim compensation 
for unfair dismissal? 

From 1965 to 1975 Mr Drury 
had worked for Champion Publi¬ 
cations Lid (the transferor com¬ 
pany i. They got Into financial 
difficulties and a receiver was 
appointed. Teesside Times Ltd 
(the transferee company] offered 
to buy the transferor company's 
business. Verbal agreement on 
the terms of the purchase was . 
reached on Friday, October 17, 
1975. but no figure could be put 
on the fixtures and fittings. Dur¬ 
ing the afternoon a letter was 
read to the staff of the transferor 
company terminating their em¬ 
ployment, and they were told they 
would be re-engaged by the trans¬ 


feree company. All that had 
taken place before 6.30 pm when 
the final agreement of transfer 
was signed. Oo October 20 Mr 
Drury was dismissed by the trans¬ 
feree company, as the industrial 
tribunal found, unfairly. Did he 
qualify by continuity of employ¬ 
ment fur compensation for unfair 
dismissal? 

The question was what was 
tieaor by ** the time of transfer *■ 
in paragraph 9(2J. There was a 
second question : what was meant 
by " the period of employment of 
an employee in the . .. business 
The industrial tribunal had not 
answered either question directly 
but had found that there was con¬ 
tinuity of employment. 

The Empiovment Appeal Tri¬ 
bunal had held that the gap 
between the dismissal aod the 
transfer of the business w-as one 
to which the ordinary rule ougiir 
to be applied—that the law rook 
no account of parts of a day. 
Then it beld that Mr Drury, 
haring been employed for a num¬ 
ber of days in that week, was to 
be taken as having-been employed 
for the whole of the -week in 
accordance wirh the Contracts of 
Employment Act. 

Mr Tabachnik had not sought 
to support the first ground, but 
had contended that the second 
ground provided a complete 
answer to the appeal. He had said 
that in computing Mr Drury’s 
period of employment in the 
transferor company's business the 
week beginning on October 13 
should count because he had been 
employed for more than 21 hours 
that week, and his relations wirh 
Ihe transferor company .were 
governed by a contract which 
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Stewart Wrightson Group Ltd 
v Crocker and Others 
Before Lord Denning, Master of 
the Rolls, and Lord Justice Goff 
{Judgments delivered Dec 14] 
If the renewal of a writ is made 
for good and sufficient reasons, 
and is obtained on full disclosure 
of the hurts to the master, it will 
be held to be valid so long as 
the defendant has not been 
prejudiced thereby. The balance 
of hardship, including the question 
whether the claim was statute 
barred at the time of renewal, is 
an important factor to be taken 
into accoimt. 

The Court of Appeal, In 
reserved Judgments, dismissed an 
appeal by defendants, William 
Charles Crocker, solicitors, of 
Gracorhurch Street, London, 
against an order made by Mr 
Justice Peter Pain last March 
allowing an appeal by the plain¬ 
tiffs, Stewart Wrightson Group 
Ltd, of Seething Lane, London, 
from Master Warren’s order 
setting aside the renewal of the 
wit in an acdon In which the 
plaintiffs claimed damages for 
breach of duty as their solicitors 
m or about the sale of the plain¬ 
tiffs’ Interest in London & Edin¬ 
burgh General Insurance Co Ltd 
to International Telephone and 
Telegraph Corporation in Jane, 
1970. 

Mr Peter Slot for Crockers; 
Mr M. J. Moore-Bick for the 
plaintiffs. 

The MASTER OF THE ROLLS 
said that the case was em¬ 
barrassing for' two of the most 
eminent firms of solicitors in the 
City of London. In June, 1970, 
the plaintiffs sold shares in five 
insurance companies to ITT who 
subsequently claimed damages for 
breach of warranty against the 
plaintiffs. The plaintiffs blamed 
their solicitors, Crockers, for a 
mistake in drawing up the con¬ 
tract of June, 1970, aod said 
that if they were liable in 
damages to ITT, it was due to 
negligence or breach of duty by 
Crockers. In 1973 the plaintiffs 
left Crockers and employed 
Stephenson, Harwood as their 
solicitors. 

On October 3, 1973, ITT 

issued a writ claiming damages 
for breach of contract against the 
plaintiffs. On June 22, 1976, the 
plaintiffs issued a writ against 
Crockers claiming damages for 
breach of durv. It was a protec¬ 
tive writ because the Statute of 
Limitations i-av years from June, 
1970) was running out. Stephen¬ 
son, Harwood -did not serve it cm 


Crockers at once. They cour¬ 
teously called 00 Crockers and 
told them of the situation and 
that was followed by letters on 
both sides hi October, 1976. 

The writ against Crockers was 
valid for only 12 months unless 
renewed. Stephetisod, Harwood 
decided not to serve it but to 
renew it. Tber did not tell 
Crockers that they were going 
to renew it. Three weeks before 
the 12 months expired, Stephen¬ 
son, Harwood left an affidavit 
applying for renewal with .the 
practice master. It was all ex 
pane. The master read the 
affidavit and the writ was re¬ 
newed until June 21, 1978. 

On May 23, 1978, when there 
were four weeks to go. Stephen¬ 
son, Harwood telephoned Crock¬ 
ers and said they must either 
further renew the writ or serve iL 
Crockers consulted Jnce & Co. 
another eminent firm of City 
solicitors, who were no doubt 
actiot; for the insurers’ brokers. 

Ince & Co considered 
that the original renewal in 
June. 1977, was invalid and 
sought to set It aside. Stephen¬ 
son, Harwood 
Crockers within 
allowed bv the 
Master Warren 
renewal of June, 
appeal Mr Justice Peter 
held that it was valid. 

The position was governed by 
Rules of the Supreme Court, 
Order 6 rule S. It the renewal 
was made for good and sufficient 
reasons, and was obtained on 
full disclosure of the facts to the 
master, it would bo held to be 
valid so long as the defendant 
had not been prejudiced therebv. 
Since it was a protective writ 
there was reasonable cause for 
the renewal. 

Was the rcuewal nropcrlv ob¬ 
tained ? If his Lordship felt that 
Srephenson, Harwood had acted 
in any way improperly he would 
have been disposed to disallow 
the renewal. Stephenson, Har¬ 
wood ought, to have asked 
Crockers whether they consented 
to the renewal, hut they were 
actiii-i quite honestly: and 
Crockers. If asked, would have 
agreed, or. if they had not a-yetd. 
Stephenson. Harwood would have 
served- tile writ. So Crockers 
suffered no prejudice by the 
renewal. 

In any case rhe balance of hard¬ 
ship had to be taken into account. 
If the renewal were set aside, the 
plaintiffs would claim damages 
against Stephenson. Harwood, and 
there would he yet another unfor¬ 
tunate case against solicitors. Ic 
was better to let the renewal stand.

The real i&sue was between 
plaintiffs and Crockers. 

The court had been told that 
since the hearing before the judge 
the plain tin’s bad settled the ITT 
claim on terms of paying a large 
sum of damages. The time, there¬ 
fore, had come Tor the plaintiffs* 
claim against Crockers to be pro¬ 
ceeded with. 

His Lordship had much sym¬ 
pathy with Crockers, who had 
stated on affidavit that their firm 
belief was that there had been no 
breach of duty and that they were 
substantially and irremediably 
prejudiced by. Inter alia, the 
delay since 1970. Much of the 
delay was due to the time (five and 
a half years j which ITT bad taken 
before thev issued their writ 
against the plaintiffs: His Lord- 
ship was sure that the trial judge 
ivouid take such ma tiers into 
account and would not find them 
guilty of negligence unless it was 
most clearly established. As his 
Lordship had said in the recent 
medical negligence case (White- 
house v Jordan. The Times. Dec¬ 
ember 6), an error of judgment 
was not negligence. That was 
just as important for solicitors as 
It was for doctors. They should 
not be harassed by claims for neg¬ 
ligence years after the event. But 
for the reasons given the appeal 
should be dismissed. 

LORD JUSTICE GOFF said that 
two important factors had to be 
borne in mind. First, when the 
writ was renewed the plaintiffs* 
claim v.-as not statute barred and 
there was ample time to effect ser¬ 
vice. Secondly, a fresh action 
would now- be barred, so that if 
the renewal 'was set aside and the 
writ invalidated the parties could 
not be restored to their position 
before the order was made. It 
was a matter of discretion whether 
the renewal order should be set 
aside or allowed to stand and the 
latter was the right course to 
adopt. The judge had been right, 
and on the facts the balance of 
hardship was overwhelmingly in 
favour nr the plaintiffs.

Sub-postmasters not employed 


Hitchcock v Post Office 
Before Mr Justice Slynn, Pre.*f- 
dent, Mr j. D. Hughes and Xlr 
A. J. Nicol 

(Judgment delivered December 12J 

A sub-postmaster who owned a 
small general stare wirh a sub¬ 
post office inside wus not 
“ employed " by the Post Offkc 
and could not bring d compiainr 
of unfair dismissal. 

Tito Employment Appeal Tri¬ 
bunal dismissed an appeal hy 
Mr John Hitchcock, a sub-post- 
master, of Springfield Road, 
Chelmsford, Essex, from a decision 
of a London industrial tribunal 
last January on a preliminary issue 
of law as to whether they had 
jurisdiction to hear his complaint 
of unfair dismissal against the 
Post Office. He appealed on the 
ground that the tribunal were 
•wrong to hold that he was 
employed under a contract for 
services and not a contract of 
service. 

Mr -John Slater for Mr Hitch¬ 
cock ; Mr Christopher Carr for the 
Post Office. 

MR JUSTICE SLYNN said that 
Mr Hitchcock ran three sub-pod 
offices with the help of his family 


and 10 employees. The Post Office 
issued rules for rhe guidance of 
sub-postmasters. The rules bad ru 
be applied and stared that any 
special instructions received from 
the head postmaster had to be 
carried out wich accuracy and 
promptness. The rulers explained 
how certain things bad to be done 
and how to communicate with Post 
Office officials when necessary. 
They also imposed certain limita¬ 
tions on advertising and handling 
official papers. 

The Post Office accepted that 
the rules Imposed an element of 
control on sub-postmasters. They 
contained references to sub- 
postmasrers as persons Who were 
“ employed ", and stared that they 
came under the control of the local 
head postmaster. 

A sub-postmaster had-to provide 
suitable premise-., to sleep on the 
premises and to provide and pay 
lor assistants, who became his 
employees. He was tint entitled to 
annual leave, sick pay or a pen¬ 
sion. Jf he went away for more 
than three days he had to notify 
the head postmaster. If he sold 
the premises he had no ri=ht to 
transfer the sub-post office to the 
purchaser.

There had been many tests laid 
down by the courts over the years 
for ascertaining whether a man 
was employed under a contract of 
service. At one time the right in 
control the method of work was 
the critical factor. Subsequently it 
had been recognized that control 
was only one of several factors 
which had to he considered. 

Counsel f.>r Mr Hitchcock relied 
on In re \iiuonal Health Ituuranzc 
Act, 7P.?6 (uni cp"i red. November 
2, 19291 . in which Mr justice 
Branson said riiat a suh-pusimas- 
ter v.-as employed under a contract 
of service with the Post Master 
General. But that decision was 
made on ihe basis chat coniroi was 
the vital question. Mr Justice 
Branson also relied on the parties’ 
declaration as to their intension. 
Today those factors carried less 
weighr. 

The industrial tribunal had con¬ 
cluded that although rhere was 
some control, there was little dav-

His’ Lordship respectfully re¬ 
jected the construction suggested 
by Lord Justice Eveleigh, that the

the transfer whether the dismissal 
took place before or after the 
transfer. 

LORD JUSTICE GOFF aid Hiat 
“ the time of transfer" muM 
reler tn the moment when the 
transaction of transferring th* 
business from one owner to 
another was effected, or such 
shr.n period as was necessary tn 
enable that tn be carried out. 

The second finding of the Em¬ 
ployment Appeal Tribunal was. 
however, decisive or tbe present 
case in favour of the employee, 
and the appeal must be dismissed. 

LORD JUSTICE EVELEIGH 
said that a preferable interpre- 
ranon of the words of paragraph 
9(21 was that they referred to 
" period of employment of an 
employee in the trade . . . which 
is vesicd in him at the time of 
transfer ". 

Precision in the termination of 
the employment and the com¬ 
mencement of die new employ¬ 
ment was not required and had 
nor ever been contemplated by 
the legislature. In the nature of 
things a gap was very likely, and 
if a gap of more than a week was 
to be fatal to an employee’s claim, 
that would have been stated. Re¬ 
garded in that way the words “ at 
the time of transfer” gave rise 
to no great difficulty. It might be 
difficult to select a point in time 
at which a business was transfer¬ 
red, and his Lordship adopted 
what Lord Justice Stephenson had 
said on that matter. 

His Lordship understood that ms 
own approach did not find favour 
with Lord Justice Stephenson or 
Lord Jurtice Gorf, but it was un¬ 
necessary- to express a decided 
opinion. His Lordship agreed that 
the appeal should he dismissed.

Import of goods stopped 
by injunction 


NorU] Western Trailer Co Ltd 
and Others v Itel Corporation 
International and Others 
Before Mr Justice Graham 
[Judgment delivered Dec 13] 

A German manufacturer who 
sold goods in Germany to an 
American corporation, knowing 
that the goods would then be sold 
or leased u> persons who would 
inevitably bring them into the 
United Kingdom where they 
would infringe a British patent. 
Is a joint tortfeasor in respect of 
the infringement. 

His Lordship so held in grant- 
ing North Western Trailer Co Ltd 
and others (the plaintiffs) an inter¬ 
locutory injunction to restrain the 
import into the United Kingdom 
of collapsible containers which 
infringed ihe plaintiffs’ letters 
patent nos 1,217,334, !,2S2,000 and 
1.432,342 again-t the manufac¬ 
turer. Graaf KG, the buyer, Iiel 
Corporation International, and a 
shipping line, OT Express Lines, 
which leased or bought containers 
from Itel and brought them Into 
the United Kingdom.
